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THE PREFACE 



A third volume of Wills from the Registry at 
York is submitted to the members of the Surtees 
Society. The period of time that it covers, counting 
from the date at which its predecessor ends, is only 
eighteen years. The number and value of the docu- 
ments preserved at York make a slow progress neces- 
sary. A large space, also, has been devoted to several 
Inventories of a very earlv date which have been 
recently discovered. The rarity of these lists is only 
equalled by their value. Several will appear in a 
fourth volume, including a magnificent one of Arch- 
bishop Savage. 

It is unnecessary, perhaps, to speak of the value 
and the use of testamentary documents. The light 
which they throw upon language, religious customs 
and observances, and the manners and life of our 
forefathers, is very great indeed. With regard to 
genealogy, it is not too much to say that the three 
volumes of Yorkshire Wills that are already pub- 
lished, build up or reconstruct the pedigrees of the 
gentry of that great county. The Editor has ap- 
pended to the present volume a list of the Marriage 
Licences, &c, recorded in the Northern Registers. 
He hopes to be able to publish from the same 
sources, on some future occasion, a full catalogue 
of the Indulgences and Licences for Oratories which 
were granted in the North of England. 
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It is the chief object of the Surtees Society, not to 
write history, but to supply the materials out of which 
it can be constructed. The members, however, at all 
times take a great interest in the use, which is being 
constantly made, of the publications of the Society. 
They will be much gratified to hear that considerable 
additions are to be made to the printed works on the 
topography of Yorkshire. The counties of Durham and 
Northumberland have found many chroniclers, but the 
vastness of Yorkshire has deterred almost every one 
from attempting to elucidate its annals in a similar 
manner. The author of the History of South York- 
shire is an illustrious exception ; but his is the only 
work that can be spoken of with any respect, as far 
as accuracy and research are concerned. The Editor 
is most happy to announce that there will soon be 
a continuation of the works on Yorkshire topography 
which, in size at least, will range with Mr. Hunter's 
invaluable volumes. The Editor believes, that, if pro- 
perly qualified writers could be found, there would 
be no lack of funds to complete on one plan and in 
one form the history of the whole of Yorkshire, so 
great is the spirit of the gentlemen of that noble 
county. These results are partly owing to the pub- 
lications of the Surtees Society, and the members may 
well be proud of them. The Editor begs them, in the 
name of the Society to which they belong, to assist 
and help on the great work that is in progress.

On the 14th of March, 1379, Mr. Thomas de Dalby, rector of Barking, exchanged 
his living with Laurence de Nayrer for the rectory of Alderton, in the diocese of Nor- 
wich, and the prebend of Welton Beckhall, at Lincoln. (MSS. Had. 6952, 146.) On 
the 5th of October, 1383, he was presented by John lord Love! to the rectory of 
Weatley, co. Stafford. (F.R.R.) This he exchanged in 13S6 for the living of Cot 
ten ham, co. Cambridge, which he exchanged again with Thomas de l'attesle for the 
archdeaconry of Ely, to which bo was collated May 28th, 1387. He was also rector 
of Stretham, near Ely, and prebendary of Salisbury. (Bcntham's Ely, 275.) In Sept. 
1388, the king appointed him to the archdeaconry of Richmond, at York, and he gave 
op that of Ely. (Le Neve, iii. 139.) He was again admitted to Richmond by the 
chapter, during the vacancy of the see, on the 5th of March, 1396-7. (Reg. Dec. et 
Cap. ude uunnte, 2076.) On the 18th of February, 1389, he exchanged his stall 
of Welton at Lincoln with Robert de Dalton for the prebend of Tockerington at 
York. (MSS. Harl. 6952, 256.) Dalby was a canon residentiary at York. 

Dalby made his will on the 16th of May, 1400, and it is printed in the l ent. Ebor., 
i. 261 — 4. It was also registered at Canterbury. In the nave of York Minster was " a 
blue marble, about three yards long, escocheoned at corners, with a coat of arms, a 
chevron between three buckles, and at the head a square plate, with the inscription." 
(MS. Torre on York Minster, 153.) Dalby died on the 19th of May, 1400. (Le Neve, 
iii. 139.) In accordance with his last will, a chantry was founded at the altar of 
8S. Agatha, Lucy, and Scholastica, in York Minster, on Jan. 20th, 1409-10, for 
the souls of archdeacon Dalby, archbishop Arundel, Richard Asty, and Isabel his 
wife, and Sir Philip de Beauchamp. It was worth twelve marks per annum. (York 
Fabric Rolls, 276.)

In 1382 he was a clerk of the chancery of the higher grade. (Fots's Judges, iv. 
177.) In 1384 he was a clerk of parliament, and acted as such for many years, and 
in 1382 and for a long while afterwards, viz. in 1382-7, 1390.3, 1397 and 1399, he 
was a trier of petitions in parliament. (Rot. Pari., iii. var. toe.) On the 22nd of 
July, 1394, he was made master of the rolls, and held that office until Sept. 1396. 
(Newcourt, i. 340. Cal. Rot. Pat., 229. Dugd. Chron. 55.) As such, on August 
10th, 1397, he lent the king 200/. (Foodera, viii. 9), and on several occasions he bad 
tho temporary charge of the great seal. (Fobs, iv. 177.) From Sept. 1399, to March 
1401, Scarle was lord chancellor of England. (Ibid.) He continued to be a mem- 
ber of the king's council ; and in Jan. 1403, he and the bishop of Rochester were 
appointed to examine into tho evidences of the alien priories in England, it being 
recommended by the Commons that they should be resumed into the king's hand. 
(Acts and Ord. of the Privy Council, i. 190.) 

From 1382 to 1385 Scarle was vicar of Desborongh, Northants. (Bridges' North- 
ants, ii. 27.) On the 30th of October, 1385, he was instituted to the rectory of 
Althorp, co. Lincoln, which he held till 1390. (MSS. Cotton. Nero D. Hi. 239.) 
On the 13th of February, 1387-8, tho king gave him the stall of Ulleskelf at York. 
(Le Neve, iii. 219.) On the 11th of October, 1396, the abbat and convent of West- 
minster presented bim to tho rectory of St. Bride, London. (Newcourt, i. 316.) 
Ou the 27th of August, 1397. the chapter of York sent him to parliament as their 
proctor (Acta Cap. Ebor.). and on the 19th of September, 1400, he was collated to 
the stall of Weighton in that church. He seems also to have been vicar of Northall 
when he died (Newcourt, i. 702), and perhaps he waa sometime rector of St. Thomas 
at Winchelsea. (Cooper's Winchelsea, 141.) Between 1401 and 1403 ho was arch- 
deacon of Lincoln (Le Neve, ii. 45), and he was also rector for a while of Holme-by- 
tbe-Sea. (Blomefield's Norfolk, x. 833.) Scarle is said to have been buried in the 
church of St. Bride at London. (Willis, i. 177.)

Sir William died childless on the 80th of October, 1404. He saw much service 
abroad, and held many state employments. Henry IV., when he came to the throne, 
made him lord steward of the household, and in 1400 he was an ambassador to 
France. His will is in many respects a remarkable one. It is taken from the registry 
at Lambeth, and I am indebted for it to the kindness of the librarian. 

This notice of the testator is taken from a privately printed account of the family of 
Heron, drawn up by Sir R. Heron.

Piers vicar of Bourn, enfeof- 
fez of the Brewes londes, wych by felle to Elizabeth lady Say, my 
wyf, by inheritance, yat yay delyverens ye forsaid londes on 
which she was unherit, and she and y yaim feoffede by fync,f 
unto here next heire of the Brewes syde en court of record ; charg- 
yng hem, as they wol answere atte the day of dome, yat they 
make, or elles performe, an hospitall, that is bygunne, of syx or 
foure pore men atte leste, and a presto in chauntrie, by wyse and 
discrete ordinaunce and discrecion perpetuell fore to governc hem ; 
the prest takyng for hym and his levyng x marc : and every pore 
man for hym v marc. And the prest shal nought recevy for the 
pore men, ne the pore men for the prest; and ever that the preste 
be chosen and presented a godman of lyvyng by the forsaid 
patrone of the Brewes; and at the pore men be most nedful to 
the plesaunce of God that thai can fyndc, as thai wol answere atte 
the day of dome : and at this house as hospitall and preste be 
founded atte church of Bucstede, bi as wys and good discrecion by 
all the lauwes that any man can devyse, that most plesaunce is to 
God Almyghty, and most wysly endeued perpetuell by bothe 
lauwes spirituell and temporcll. 

And also y pray to my forsayd executors that bycausc that y 
have be condiour (conduire) takyng wage of kyng Richard, and 
the reme, as wel bi londe as by water, paraventure recevyd more 
than y were worthi to have, that thci wol paie vi** marc to the 
most nedful men that kyng Richard is detour to, en descharge of 
his soule and the reme. 

Item, forthei, that y have be condiour wyth the eric of Arun- 
dell, and paraventure receyvyd more than y was worthi to have;

Item y pray and charge to my forsaid executors that thai sende 
to Northumberlond and to the Bysshoprik, for to wite if my 
fadersaughte any dette, atte his deyng; to payng of which dette 
y bequetne xxmarc; and yf the dette be not done to the valour 
of the forsaid xx marc be, the remanent y zevc to pore men or 
prisoners wel lyvyng to the most plesaunce of God. 

And yf any creature can bryng evidence, witnesse, or wol 
swcre y* y aught hym any good, and seme to zowre conscience 
that there mater is trewe, let hem be paied. 

Item of all the remanant of my goodes and detts yat ben aught 
to me, do it for my soule, and pert it among my servantes, so yat 
ylkon of hem be gardoned ful and resonabely, after the lengthc 
of tyme and travayll yat yay have had wyth me; and ye shall 
fynde a bille elosed wyth ynne this of alle the trewe dettes that 
ben aught to me, and in hose handes my goodis ben. 

And also y pray and charge unto my forsaid executors, that 
thei delyvere up all the dcdis and evidencez that y have of the 
Says londes unto my ryghtful heire of my purchase of the for- 
said londes; chargyng ham, as yey wol answere tofor God, that 
what tyme yat the oyer ryghtwis heire of the Says londes have 
nede of any of yos dedis or evidences, that thai be not de(ny)yed 
to have copies or syght of hem, so that for definite of here 
dedys and evidences non of the forsaid heires be disherited of no 
par cell. 

And y pray yow, as my hole trist is yn yowe, that my forsaid 
will be fill fi Id yn all the haste that ye may, alter my passyng 
hennys, bi oon, or to, or thre of yow, joyntly or severally; so that 
no taryng no delay be made for survcour, ne for executour, but 
that wan y 8 testament furst comys, put it in execution on to the 
tyme yat thei mete all togedere; at which tyme, yf aught be 
to amende or to performc, be it doon as ham yenket bestc by her 
conscience.

On the 26th of March, 1382, he exchanged his rectory of Monks' Risborougb with 
Thomas de Bernardi-castro, for the rectory of Haddenham, near Ely. (Lipscombe's 
Bucks, ii. 419. Lei. Coll. v. 195.) On the 3rd of October, 1383, he became preben- 
dary of South-Cave, at York, and was admitted to it again, at the king's presentation, 
on Dec. 2nd, 1390, and March 6th, 1396-7. (MSS. Torre.) This he gave up to Wil- 
liam de Waltham for the stalls of Dunnington at York, and Leighton Manor at 
Lincoln. He was admitted to Dunnington on 2Uth March, 1398-9. (Reg. Scrope, 

i. a, b.) On the 18th of March he became prebendary of Leighton Manor. (Lo Neve, 

ii. 177.) He was also a canon of Chichester. 

Noion died on the 18th of Sept. 1405; and was buried under a marble stone in the 
chancel of Haddenham church, bearing an inscription on a brass plate, of which I 
have a rubbing, " Hie jacet Willelmus Ifoioun* nftimus rector istixu cccUsia, et eano- 
nicn-s ecclet. cath. Ebor., Lincoln.* et Cicesir., qui ohiit xviij° die mentis Sept., a° Do- 
mini Mccccv". Cujvs animte propicietur Dots. Amen. He is called the last rector 
of Haddenham, because, at his death, the living was annexed to the archdeaconry of 
Ely. (Bentham's Ely, 271.)

In 1391 be succeeded his father, and enjoyed the title for some fifteen years, dying on 
the 25th of January, 1406. He was a man of great wealth, for he was the owner of 
vast estates. His wife was Margery daughter of John Lord Welles, and widow of 
John Lord Huntingfield, and by her be bad a large family. (Scropo and Grosvenor 
Roll, ii. 130, etc.) 

He took bis title from Masham in Richtnondshire. His residence was at Clifton, a 
mile or two from Masham, on the banks of the Yore, and it was castellated. 

♦ The chapel of St. Stephen was in the north-eastern corner of the presbytery of the 
minster, and there the Scropes of Masham were regularly interred. Archbishop 
Scrope, the testator's brother, was buried in that place in June 1405, and Sir Stephen 
would rest beside him. There is no more interesting place in the minster than thi*. 
I drew up a short account of the connection of the Scropes with York Minster for the 
Transactions of the United Architectural Societies some years ago.

J Stephen le Scrope, the son of the testator, arose to some eminence in the Church 
through the influence of his uncle the archbishop. 

On March the 21st, 1395-6, whilst his uncle was bishop of Lichfield, he was collated 
to the prebend of Offley in that church, which he gave up in 1397 for that of Colwich. 
This he exchanged on 15th of June, 1400, for the stall of Dernford, which he resigned 
almost immediately. (Le Neve, i. 691, 596, 615.) 

On the 14th of May, 1400, be was appointed chancellor of the university of Cam- 
bridge, and he held the same office in 1414. (Le Neve, iii. 599.) On the 17th of Sep- 
tember in the latter year Henry IV. requested him to put an end to the quarrels be- 
tween the masters, regents, and non-regents, and the graduates and scholars in civil 
and canon law. (Fa?d. xii. 158.) 

In the year 1400 he was beneficed in the diocese of York, and a burst of preferment 
broke all at once upon him. Ou the 28th of December, 1399, he was collated to the 
stall of Langtoft at York (Reg. Scrope, 2 a), which he held for a twelvemonth. In 
February, 1399-1400, be was made prebendary of Knaresbro*, which he ceded in March 
1401-2. (Ibid.) On the 19th of May, 1400, the archbishop made him archdeacon of 
Richmond on the death of Thomas de Dalby (Ibid. 3 a) ; this honourable post, however, 
went for a short time to Nicholas de Bubwith by papal provision. On the 12th of 
June Scrope was ordained subdeacon, and deacon on the 18th of September. (Reg. 
Scrope.) On the 4 th of March, 1400-1 , the archbishop collated him to the stall of Drif- 
field, which he exchanged with Bubwith on the 18th for the archdeaconry of Rich- 
mond. (Reg. Scrope, 3 6, 9 a.) This was a pleasant way of evading the difficulty 
of the papal provision. On the 18th of October, 1401, Scrope, then domestic chaplain 
to his uncle, was made by him the prebendary of Studley at Ripon. (Reg. Scrope, 4 a.) 
This be held till Jan. 1408-9, when he exchanged it with Thomas de Polton for the 
stall of Knaresbro' at York. (Reg. Bowet, 40 a.) Scrope was a residentiary at York, 
and is always styled " junior " to distinguish him from bis father. 

On the 23rd of June, 1415, his ill-fated brother Henry lord Scrope left him in his 
will " unum par tabellarum cerearum de argento, deauratum ; et unum librum de 
Omeliis S. Gworgii ; et alium librum de Omcliis S. Remigii ; et alium librum de Ome-

Scrope's deeply interesting will, dated 24th of August, 141 8, is printed in Test. Ebor. 
i. 885-9. He was buried in St. Stephen's chapel at the east end of York minster, 
near his uncle. Drake preserves a fragment of the inscription that commemorated him. 
(Eboracum, 505.) He gave to the cathedral a gold cross containing a portion of 
the pillar to which our Lord was tied. (Fabric Rolls, 218.) Sir John Scrope, his 
brother, was his heir. (Dugd. Bar. 660.) 

* She was widow of John lord Huntingfield when she married the testator. 

t One of the younger sons of Sir Geoffrey le Scrope of Masbam by Ivetta, dau. of 
Sir William Roos of Ingmanthorp. He was a great lawyer and clerk. 

On the 24th of February, 1334.5, it was ordered that the next stall vacant at York 
should be conferred on Geoffrey le Scrope, clerk. (Reg. Melton, 112 ft.) About that 
time he became prebendary of lleydour-cum- Walton at Lincoln, which he held till 
he died. (Le Neve, ii. 155.) He was also prebendary of Portpoole at London. 
(Newcourt, i. 199.) On the 2nd of August, 1340, he was nominated by patent to the 
stall of Apesthorpe at York, which he obtained. (Le Neve, iii. 166.) On the 28th of 
September, 1 340, Mr. Geoffrey le Scrope, prebendary at Auckland, and William de Hoo, 
canon in the church of St. Martin -le- grand at London, were meditating an exchange, 
and the bishop ordered the matter to be inquired into. (Reg. Bury at Durham, 326, 
a 6.) On the 23rd of September, 1346, he was ordained deacon by letters dimissory 
from the bishop of Lichfield, his church of Solihull giving him a title. (Reg. Hatfield 
at Durham, 94 a.) From 1366 to 1378 he held the family living of Bowden in 
Leicestershire (Nichols 1 Leicestershire, ii. 475), and in the same year he held, also, the 
chapel of West Witton in Yorkshire. (Scrope and Grosvenor Roll, ii. 110.) In 1382 
be occurs as rector of Frampton. (MSS. Harl. 6952, 15a.) 

For other notices of him, see the Scrope and Grosvenor Roll, ii. 110-11 ; Foss's 
Judges, iii. 493. 

Scrope died in 1383, and was buried in Lincoln cathedral, where, " near the choir 
door, on a marble, and on a brass plate," was the following inscription (Peck, Deaid. 
Curiosa, 308), which is given incorrectly by Mr. Nichols :

She waa a daughter and coheir of Sir Guy 
de Bryan, and married to her first husband Sir John de Roos (not Devereux as Sir 
Harris Nicolas has it). 8he remarried Scrope, not knowing that they were related in 
the third and fourth degrees. To sanction the alliance Boniface IX. granted them a 
dispensation on the 5th of February, 1388-9, and archbishop Scrope endorsed it in the 
chapel of Turnham Hall on the 11th of July in the same year. (Reg. Scrope, 114 a.) 
Turobam Hall, near Selby, belonged to the family of Roos, and it would be a part of 
lady Philippa'a jointure. Archbishop Scrope allowed Beatrix lady Roos to have a 
chapel there, and he once held an ordination in it.

On May the 25th, 1410, pope John XXII. granted 
him a dispensation, allowing him to be beneficed. It is stated in the document that 
Scrope was of a noble family and sixteen years of age. On the 12th of March follow, 
ing he waa collated to the stall of Nun wick at Ripon, and on the following day was 
instituted to the rectory of Catton, at the presentation of John duke of Bedford. The 
death of Adam Fenrother vacated both pieces of preferment. (Reg. Bowet.) On 25ih 
Oct. 1431, he was collated to the stall of Asgarby at Lincoln (Le Neve, ii. 102), which 
he exchanged on the 31st of August, 1437, with William Adam, for the living of Mid- 
dleton Cbenduit.

changed his stall of Langitow or Stow Longa at Lincoln with Henry Hanslape for the 
prebend of Skipwith at Howden and the rectory of Middleton Harpham. (Keg. Kempe 
at York, 64 a.) Scrope was also archdeacon of Durham (Le Neve, iii. 304), and resi- 
dentiary at Beverley and Ripon. On the 5th of August, 1421, he was instituted at the 
presentation of Margery lady Scrope of Maaham to the free chapel of West Witton. 
(MSS. Harl. 6978, 18 a.) In Dec. 1428, he resigned it, but was instituted to it again 
on the presentation of John lord Scrope, 4th March, 1437-8. (Ibid. 22 a, 25 6.) On 
August 30th, 1452, be was instituted to the rectory of Goldsburgh, which he held till 
he died. (Reg. archid. Richmond, 22 b, 43 a.) In 1457 he resigned the mastership of 
St. Leonard** Hospital. York. (MSS. Cotton, Vesp. F. xm. 36.) The wish to sup- 
press the honours that were paid to archbishop Scrope would destroy William Scrape's 
chance of holding preferment in York minster. He is mentioned in the will of his 
brother, John lord Scrope, in 1453. (Test. Ebor. ii. 190.) 

Scrope was buried in St. Stephen^ chapel in York Minster, under a blue stone 
about two yards long, with an inscription on a brass plate in the centre. At each cor- 
ner was a shield of arms, as. a bend or, a file of three points argent. Hie jacet Mag*

On the 17th of December, 1463, archbishop Booth ordered rar. Thomas Mynskip, 
rural dean of Beverley, and Thomas Chaumberleyn, to sequestre the effects of Scrope, 
then deceased, for the repairs of his prebend at the stall of St. Michael in Beverley. 
(Test. Ebor. ii. 188.) On the 4th of October previous, the administration to his 
effects, be having died intestate, was committed to Thomas lord le Scrope and 
William Hundale. (Torre's York Minster, 224.)

t The burial-place of the Scropes of Bolton. None of their tombs are in existence, 
but their chapel is still visible. Bentley, where the testator lived, is not far from 
Doncaster. 

X This is the abbat who gave evidence in the Scrope and Grosvenor controversy of 
a very interesting kind. He described several of the tombs within his church, and 
was a devoted adherent of the Scropes. Richard lord Scrope, in whose behalf he 
spoke, leaves in his will " Johanni, abbati abbatus pnedictae, unum ciphum cum 
coopertorio, quern quidem habui ex dono domini principis (the Black Prince), ita 
quod post mortem ipsius Johannis remaneat cuilibet abbati prsedictse abhatise imper- 
petuum.

VIII. THE WILL OF SIR THOMAS NEVILLE, KNT., LORD 

PURNIVAL. 

[Hog. Dec. et Capit. Ebor. , sede vacanto, 315-16.] 

March 12, 1406-7. In nomine Sanctae et Individuae Trinitatis, 

• A place called Rocs Hall, in Water-Fulford, near York, belonged to the baronial 
house of Roos of Hatnelac and Belvoir. It was sold in the first of Queen Mary by 
Henry earl of Rutland to John Redeman, of Gate Fulford, gent 

John Roos, dean of the king's chapel, was prebendary of Masham, at York, in 
1395. A member of the house of Roos of Ingmanthorpe near Wetherby was also in 
orders about this time. 

t Rector of Wensley, to which he was instituted on the presentation of Sir Richard 
lo Scrope, April 4th, 1395. (MSS. Harl. 6978, 18a.) He was prehendary of South 
Muskham at Southwell. He resigned it on the last of February, 1396-7, and was 
re-admitted to it on the presentation of the king on the 8th of March. On the 24th 
of January, 1407, he was admitted to the stall of Dotevant at York, the king 
presenting him. On the 18th of October, 1409, the bishop of Durham collated him 
to the mastership of Grcatham Hospital. On the 20th of May, 1410, he was instituted 
to the prebend of Clifton at Lincoln ; and in the autumn of the same year he gave up 
his stall at Southwell. On the 24th of March, 1413-14, ho was made archdeacon of 
Huntingdon, and gave up bis prebend of Clifton. (Fasti Ebor. MSS.) 

Tibbay was chancellor of Joan the queen of Henry IV. (Coll. Topog. v. 282.) 
His end was a melancholy one, and Stowo shall describe it, " On Mary Magdalen day, 
in London, John Nicansor, esq., with nine of bis men, set upon and slew John Tibbay, 
clerk, archdeacon of Huntingdon, and chancellor to queen Joan. He and four of 
his men fled to St. Anne's church within Aldersgate, where they were mured up with 
boord, and watched day and night till the 21 of August ; on the which day they 
forsware the land, and passed through the cittie towards Calice in their shirts and 
breaches, each of them having a erase in his hand, and a purse about his necke." 

Hereby must hang a tale. John Niandoor, esq. was the husband of Margaret the 
widow of Roger lord Scrope of Bolton. Tibbay's connection with the Scropes was a 
close one. He was an executor not only of the testator, but of his father Richard 
lord Scrope, in 1400. (Test. Ebor. i. 278.) There must have been some feud or 
family quarrel. Tibbay was buried in St. Mary's chapel, within the monastery of the 
Grey Friars in London. His will is in existence.

Sir Thomas took to his first wife Joan, only daughter and heiress of William lord 
Furnival, by whom he had an only child, Matilda Neville, lady Pumival and lady of 
Hallamshire, who gave her hand and her vast domains to John lord Talbot, the great 
warrior, who became first earl of Shrewsbury. Neville's second wife was Ankerotta, 
daughter of John lord Strange and widow of Richard lord Talbot. Neville was con- 
sequently the step-father as well as the father-in-law of John lord Talbot. By his 
second wife he is said to have had a daughter, Joan, who married Sir Hugh de 
Cokesey, or, as some say, Hamo de Belknap. (Hunter's Hallamshire, 31, 40.43.) 

There is a long account of Sir Thomas Neville in Dugdalc's Baronage (301). He 
was a distinguished soldier, like many other members of his family. He was interred 
at Worksop, and "was buried here most magnificently, andlieth-in the middle, above 
the quire." (Thoroton's Notts. 457.)

XI. THE WILL OF JOHN PROPnETE, DEAN OF YORK. 
[Reg. Test. Dec. et Cap. Ebor. i. 176.]

* A merchant and goldsmith of York. Free 1386. Bailiff 1887-8. Lord Mayor 
1407, H08, and 1409. Died 5th August, 1419, and was buried at St. Crux. He 
married Agnes, daughter and co-heir of John de Barden, alderman of York. She 
died 22nd Sept. 1413. These dates are from a brass in the church of St. Crux ; 
those in print arc incorrect. For an interesting account of the Wymans see a notice 
of the indulgence cup of archbishop Scrope, published in the Archaeological Transac- 
tions, by R. Davies, F S.A. — R.I1.S. 

f John Prophete, dean of York, held a high position both in church and state. 

In 1389 and 1390 he occurs as clerk of the Privy Council. (Acts and Ord. of the 
Privy Council, i. 12, ice.) In the 6th of Henry IV. he occurs as the king's secretary 
(Cal. Rot. Pat. 250), and, soon afterwards, he became keeper of the privy seal, in which 
capacity he was appointed one of the executors of the king's will in 1 408. (Nichols's Royal 
Wills, 205; Cal. Rot. Pat. 259 ; Rot. Pari.) Many of his official letters as keeper 
of the privy seal are in MSS. Harl. No. 431. On the 12th of Nov. 1400, ho was 
employed in some negotiations connected with the restitution of queen Isabella (Faed. 
viii. 164), and on the 18th of October, 1414, he was appointed ambassador to 
ncgociatea marriage with Katherine of France. (Ibid. ix. 182.) In that year be was 
one of the executors of Beatrix lady Roos. (Test. Ebor. i. 378.) 

His ecclesiastical preferments were numerous. In 1382 be was rector of Adisbam 
in Kent. (Hasted, iii. 671.) This he exchanged on the 11th of May, 1386, with Wil- 
liam Lye, for the rectory of Haseley (MS8. Harl. 6952, 10a) ; and he again exchanged 
Hascley, on Dec. 2nd, with Raymond Pelegrim, for the prebend of Milton at Lincoln. 
(Ibid. 106.) He resigned this stall in 1405, when he was appointed to that of Leighton 
Buzzard, in the same church. (Le Neve, ii. 171.) On the 7th of November, 1393, he 
was installed dean of Hereford, holding that office until 1407; in which year he gave 
up the prebends of Moreton, Piona Parva, and Warham and Ayleston in the same 
church. (Le Neve, i. 476, 615, 522, 529.) 

On the 22nd of October, 1404, archbishop Scrope collated him to the stall of 
Langtoft at York. (MSS. Torre.) This he exchanged with Thomas de Waileworth 
for the prebend of Bugthorpe, to which he was admitted by the Chapter, during the 
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cancellum eccl. meae praebendalis de Leyghton Bosard, aut in eccl. 
inca de Ryngwod, si infra provinciam Cantuar. decedam : aut in 
eccl. Ebor., vcl in eccl. mea ae Pokelyngton,* si in parti bus boriali- 
bus ab hac vita decedam. Volo quod de lj li. quas de bonis domini 
Ricardi Felde f recepi, xx marcae per ips^um legatee pro repara- 
tione praebendse de Lyme in eccl. Sarum, de consensu decani 
et capituli, pnebendario dicta pnebenda? solvantur; quodque 
residuum dictorum lj li. pro salute aniraae dicti Ricardi Felde 
expendatur.

vacancy of the see, on the 80th of Sept. 1406. (Reg. tede vac. 2756.) On Oct. 10, 
1407, the chapter sent him as one of their proctors to Parliament (Acta Cap.), and in 
that year he was made dean of York, and on the 26th of March, 1409, he took the 
oath to the archbishop, and had his election confirmed. (Reg. Bowet, i. 40-1.) Soon 
after this Prophete found that the housee. manors, &c. belonging to the deanery were 
roach ont of order, and complained to the pope, who ordered the archbishop to claim 
dilapidations from the preceding deans, or their representatives, Edmund bishop of 
Exeter, Richard bishop of London, and Thomas bishop of Durham. On the 14th of 
August, 1411, the primate delegated the inquiry to the abbat of St. Mary's, Mr. Brian 
Fairfax, the precentor, and Richard Pittes, archdeacon of Cleveland. (Reg. Bowet, 
i. 47.) 

Prophete seems to have been buried at Ringwood, where there are the remains of a 
fine priestly brass. (MSS. Cole, xxvi. 146; Goughs Sepulchral Monuments, 49.) 
Willis (iii. 204) says that he built the present church at Leighton Buzzard.

^ This is, I presume, the person who became prebendary of Bole at York, in 1424. 
In 1434 he gave up his canonry of Combe Septima at Wells, and the rectory of Tenby, 
for the rectory of Stretton, dioc. York. In 1445 Brock holes was broken down with 
age and was almost blind, and the archbishop allowed him to give up Stretton, 
receiving a retiring pension of j£20 per annum out of the living. Brockholes was 
probably a Lancashire man. 

X Among other preferments Felde was dean of Hereford from 1407 to 1419, in 
which year he died. (Le Neve, i. 476.) On May 3rd, 1403, Propbete, being secretary 
to the king, wrote to Thomas Felde, his nephew, and William Plofelde, asking them 
to apply to the treasurer for payment of his salary when he was a member of the king's 
council.

|| Fairfax was precentor at York, and Carlton the archbishop's registrar. 

\ It is impossible to do full justice here to this wealthy ecclesiastic and his distin- 
guished kinsman. He seems to have been a nephew of John de Waltbam, bishop of 
Salisbury, and of John and Richard de Ravenser. With such a patron as the bishop, 
Walt ham was sure to have a rapid advance. 

On the 10th of February, 1385.6, archbishop Neville ordered Waltham to be 
inducted to the archdeaconry of the East Riding on the presentation of Uie king 
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ad non esse declinans, et mortis mcae certissimae incertam horam 
considerans, dum tempus adhuc superest, et michi sanus animi 
intellectus assistit, testamentum meum condere dispono in hunc 
modum. In primis in firma fide catholica existens Omnipotenti 
Deo animam meara lego et coramcndo; et corpus, seu, verius, 
cadaver meum, sepeliendum in eccl. Lincoln., juxta sepulcrum 
avunculi mei, dommi Johannis de Ravenser ; * nec super cadaver 

(Reg. Neville, part L 96a), and be was installed on the 3rd of March (Acta Capit. 
Ebor.), but he was obliged to give it up to Francis, cardinal •deacon of St. Eustathius, 
who was provided to it by bis kinsman the pope. On the 4th of December, 1386, 
Waltham became prebendary of Ampleford at York (MSS. Torre, 699), but it is by 
no means certain that he retained it. On the 5tb of April, 1393, be obtained the 
stall of Duunington in tbe same church (Ibid. 700), which he exchanged with William 
de Noion in March, 1399, for that of South Cave. (Reg. Scrope, i. <i, 6.) He was a 
residentiary. On the 2nd of May, 1409, he became archdeacon of tiie East Riding, 
giving up for it bis rectory of Altborp to William de Ferriby. (Nero, D. in. 239.) He 
gave a splendid silver morse to the minster, and at his death his executors gave a 
spear of silver gilt. (Fabric Rolls, 220, 222.) 

On the 30th of June, 1393, he was made prebendary of Kentish Town (Le Neve, 
ii. 404), and on the 3rd of November in that year he became rector of Algarkirk, co. 
Lincoln, on the death of his uncle John de Ravenser. (MSS. Harl. 6952, 166.) On 
the Sth of May, 1396, he was admitted rector of St. Bride's, London, resigning it in 
October. (Newcourt, i. 170.) On Uie 22nd of March, 13i>7, be exchanged the stall 
of Kentish Town with Thomas de Southam for that of Leighton Manor at Lincoln 
(MSS. Harl. 6952, 296), and exchanged it and his prebend of Dunnington again in 
March, 1398-9, for the stall of South Cave at York. In May, 1398, he exchanged the 
prebend of Teynton Regis and Galmeston, at Salisbury, with Thomas de Ferriby for 
that at the altar of St. Martin at Beverley (Reg. Cap. Ebor. tidt vac. 1296), and on 
one of the old crosses near that town was an inscription asking a prayer for his soul. 
(Poulsou's Beverlac, 688.) On the Sth of November, 1898, he was made archdeacon 
of Exeter by patent. (Lc Neve, i. 394.) On the 28th of October, 1403, he was made 
prebendary of Grctton at Lincoln. (Ibid. ii. 153.) On the 26th of April, 1407, he 
became rector of Althorp, co. Lincoln, at the presentation of St. Leonard's Hospital, 
York. (Nero, D. in. 239.) On tbe 17th of July, 1407, he exchanged his stall of 
Grctton with William Winwick for the mastership of the hospital or chapel B. M. at 
Sturbridge near Cambridge. (MSS. Harl. 6952, 416.) 

About 1393 Waltham succeeded his uncle, John de Ravenser, as keeper of the * 
hanaper, and he bad for a while tbe charge of tbe great seal. (FossV Judges, iv. 112.) 

* A native of Ravenser on the H umber. On the 3rd of November, 1363, he was 
instituted to tbe living of Brigham in Cumberland at the king's presentation (MSS. 
Harl. 6978, 2a), and on tho 30th of October, 1372, he was instituted to the rectory of 
Algarkirk, co. Lincoln, exchanging Brigham for it with Maurice de Bermingham. 
(Ibid. 5a.) On April 26, 1366, he exchanged his canonry in St. Stephen's chapel at 
Westminster, with his brother Richard de Ravenser, for the stall of Barnby at How- 
den (Reg. Thoresby, 61a), and in 1372 he conveyed to bis brother two parts of the 
manor of Bentley. (Oliver's Beverley, 140.) In 1375 he was ordained deacon of 
York by letters dimissory, his rectory of Passenham, Northants, giving him a tide. 
(Reg. Neville, i.) On June 11th, 13»7, he exchanged his stall of Barnby with Wm. 
Wyndesor for that of Cantor at Lincoln. (Keg. ii. Pr. et Conv. Dunelm. 2356, and 
MSS. Harl. 6952, 16a ) In 1391 he became prebendary of Holme at York. 

Ravenser was keeper of the hanaper in 1386, and in 1893 he had tbe temporary 
charge of the great seal. (Foss's Judges, iv. 78.) 

His will is dated on Sept. 2, 1390, and it is a most remarkable one. (Reg. Test. 
Dec. et Cap. Ebor. i. 197.) "Sep. in choro eccl. de Algarkirk, coram summo altari, 
in caau quo decedam infra com.

703;, and he himself had held one of 
their livings.

who wu keeper of the hanaper and archdeacon of Lincoln. He died in 1386, and 
was buried at Lincoln. He was rector of Waltham. He was the son of William 
Bakester of Ravenser-od, one of the lost towns on the H umber, and took his name from 
his birth-place. His will is printed in the Lincoln volume of the Archaeological 
Institute, and in it he mentions his brothers John and Henry. John de Waltham was 
a supervisor. 

Another brother, I believe, of Richard de Ravenser was Stephen de Ravenser, rector 
of Halsham and canon of Norton, Howden, and Lincoln. In 1382 John de Waltham 
gave up his stall of Carlton at Lincoln to him in exchange for one at Howden. 

* I cannot, at present, make out fully the pedigree of the Waltbams. The bishop's 
parents were called John and Margaret, and they were buried at Waltham, near 
Grimsby, where there is a brass to commemorate them. (Archaeol. Journal, vii. 389.) 
The bishop's will is at London, but I have not seen it. In it, after the death of Joan 
his sister, he leaves his lands in Waltham to his nephew John de Waltham. Mr. 
William de Waltbam was one of his executors. (Coll. Topogr. iii. 102; Madox, For- 
mulare, 326.) 

The bishop, before he attained that honour, is called junior, to distinguish him from 
John de Waltbam, sub-dean of York, who died in 1384. His will is dated on the 
17th of August in that year (Reg. Test. cap. Ebor. i. 806), and in it he mentions his 
brother, John de Waltham, to whom he leaves "iiij cbargoours, xxiiij discos, et xxiiij 
aalsaria argenti. meliores quos habeo." Can the bishop have been a younger brother 
of his? The suh-dean was a kinsman of archbishop Thoresby. (Fasti Ebor. i. 491.)

It is supposed that he was a 
member of the family of Strickland of Sizergb, but his connection with it has not 
been made out. (Nicolson and Burn, i. 94.) 

In 1395 the prior and convent of Carlisle chose him bishop, bat the pope pre* 
vented his election. (Le Neve, iii. 236.) In 1399, when bishop Marks was in dis- 
grace, Strickland was more successful. The pope provided him to Carlisle, and on 
the 15th of November the temporalities were restored to hin. (Food. viii. 106.) On 
Sunday, the feast of the Assumption of the Virgin (August 15th), 1400, he was con- 
secrated by archbishop Scrope in the chapel of Cawood castle, Louis bishop of Vol- 
terra, William bishop of Pharos, and John Shirburne abbat of Selby assisting him. 
(Reg. Scrope, 1516.) 

On the 9th of May, 1400, Bishop Strickland and Henry earl of Northumberland 
were ordered to arrest certain ecclesiastics who said that Richard II. was alive in 
Scotland. (Fad. viii. 255.) 

Bishop Strickland is said to have "built the tower and belfrey in the cathedral 
church, and to have furnished it with four bells, covering the pyramid on the tower 
with lead, and to have furnished the tabernacle work in the quire. He built the 
tower at Rose, which still goes by the name of Stirkland Tower. And he was at the 
expense of drawing a watercourse from the river Petterel through the town of Pen- 
rith, to the great benefit of the inhabitants. He likewise founded a chantry in the 
church of St. Andrew at Penrith. He died Aug. 30, 1419; and lies buried in 
the north isle of the cathedral, under his portraiture elegantly cut in plain stone." 
(Nicolson and Bum, ii. 272.)

On the 5th of April, 1896, he 
was instituted to the rectory of Hesham on the presentation of the king. (MSS. 
Harl. 6978, 126), and, on the 20th of June, archbishop Scrope, as Greenwood was 
then an acolyte only, gave him letters dimissory that he might be ordained. (Reg. 
Scrope.) On the 5th of February, 1409-10, he was instituted to the rectory of St. 
Michael's, Ousebridge, York. (Reg. Bowet, ii. 20 6.) This he gare up in 1413, 
when he became vicar of Kirkby Stephen in Westmorland. On the 20th of August, 
1415, he was collated to a stall in the chapel of St. Mary and the Holy Angels at 
York. (Reg. Bowet, i. 53.) This he exchanged on the 26th of August with mr. 
John Wodham for the prebend of Norton Episcopi at Lincoln. (Ibid.) On the 
5th of March, 1415*16, and again on the 2nd of May, Greenwood was made vicar- 
general by archbishop Bowet. (Reg. Bowet.) 

Greenwood held in succession three stalls at York. On Uie 4th of March, 1415-16, 
he was installed prebendary of Tockerington.

XV. THE WILL OP ROGER WHELPDALE, BISHOP OF CARLISLE.

• Bishop Whelpdale, who makes the following pious and characteristic disposition 
of his worldly effects, is said to have been a native of Cumberland. He wont to Ox- 
ford and became a fellow of Dalliol College. (Hist. Oxford Colleges, 85.) Afterwards lie 
was a fellow of Queen's (157), of which college he was made provost on the 15th of 
April, 1404 (146), the archbishop of York confirming his appointment on the 24th. 
(Reg. Scrope.) He resigned his office in 1420. He founded an eleemosynary chest 
in the college, to which he gave 36/. 16a. id. (Hist. Oxford Collogcs, 157.) In 1403 
Whclpdale was one of the proctors for the University. (Appendix, 36.) 

In 1412 Whelpdale was presented by tho bishop of Winchester to the living of 
Stockton in the diocese of Salisbury, which he resigned in the following year. 
(Phillipps' Wiltshire Incumbents, 102.) 

Whelpdale received the temporalities of the see of Carlisle on March 17th, 1419-20, 
and made his profession of obedience on August 1st. He died 4th Feb. 1422-3, and 
was buried in St. Paul's cathedral. (Le Neve, iii. 238. Nicolson and Burn, ii. 272.) 

Whelpdale is said to have written several treatises, particularly on mathematics and 
logic, which are mentioned in the usual text.books of literary biography.

tioned (p. 11) as one of the clerks of John de Ravenser, keeper of the Hanaper, and 
his name has occurred more than once in this volume. 

From 1389 to 1395 he held Gray's chantry in York Minster (Torre's York Minster, 
1427), and on July 18, 1400, he was instituted to the rectory of Whiston near 
Rotherham, which he held until his death. 

He takes his name from a place called Ragenbill. Whether this is Ragnall, co. 
Notts., or Rainfall, near Prescot in I*mca*hire, I do not know. 

Mr. John Ragenhill, also an advocate in the court of York, made his will on Feb. 
4th, 1420-1, nuncupatively, desiring to be buried in the churchyard of St. John del 
Pike. Everything is left to Thomasine his wife and Agnes his daughter. (Reg. Test. 
Capit i. 202 ft.)

He was, in addition, a residentiary, a canon 
of 8outhwell and Beverley, and in St. Sepulchre's Chapel, York » a vicar-general on 
several occasions, and the representative of his chapter in Parliament. 

He wa» also archdeacon of Norwich, precentor, and then dean, of Lichfield, canon 
of Windsor, and prebendary of Wolvey at Lincoln, and master of St. Nicholas's hos- 
pital at York. 

All the treasurers of York distinguished themselves by their benefactions to the 
fabric. Wolveden's arms : Az. a chevron engrailed or, between three wolves' heads 
erased or, are in a window in the eastern aisle of the north transept, near archbishop 
Greenfield's tomb ; in the eastern aisle of the south transept; and in the window which 
is subsequently alluded to in the will of John Anton.

On Jan. 3, 1403, he became rector of Cottingh am, Nortbants. (MSS. Harl. 6952, 35 o.) 
On August 2nd, 1406, be was admitted to the stall of Ulleskelf at York on the king's 
presentation. (Reg. Capit. Ebor. tede vac. 270 a.) In 1410 Sir William Estunny,knt. 
presented him to the chapel of Sheraton Pinkney in Wiltshire. (Phillippa's Wiltshire 
Incumbents, 99.) On Feb. 11th, 1415-16, archbishop Bowet collated him to the stall 
of Wistow at York (Reg. Bowet, i. 88 a,) and he gave up Uiat of Ulleskelf. On 
June 28th, 1422, he was instituted to the stall of Saltmarsh at Howden, exchanging for 
it with Robert Bolton the prebend of Ruspanelle in the collegiate church of St Berian a 
hi Cornwall. (Reg. Bowet, i. 288 a.) This, together with the rectory of Hawarden 
in Flintshire, he exchanged with Marm&duke Lumley for the rectory of Charing, Lon- 
don, to which the dean and chapter of York collated him on Jan. 26th, 1423-4. (Reg. 
Capit. tede roc. 336 b.) From 1424 to 1428 he was rector of East Dereham co. Nor- 
folk. (Blomefield, x. 209.) On May 6th, 1428, 1 find that he became rector of St.

Merston is no where mentioned as prebendary of either Ceding ton Major or Cading- 
ton Minor at London. 

Merston in his will remembers his parishes of Aston Clinton, Cottingham, 
BlunU-*ham and East Dereham and the hospital of Bradebusk. He limits his funeral 
expenses to 20 mark a He was buried at St. Stephen's Westminster. (Blomeficld's 
Norfolk, vi. 105.)

• Bradford died on Oct. 2, 1439. and his effect* were appraised on the same day 
by Thomas Leventon and William Orlowc. Ho seems to have been one of the masons 
connected with the minster, as he had a chest, probably for his tools, standing under 
the rood. loft. Bradford had been employed in the south, as the master-mason at 
Westminster owes him some money. Masons used to travel in gangs over the coun- 
try, and the king had the power of impressing them to do his work.

CHEQUER, AND SOMETIME MASTER OF SUERBURN HOSPITAL, 
CO. DURHAM.

Oct. 3, 1448. Nicholas Dixon,* rector ecclcsiae de Chesthunt, 

* The testator U supposed by Mr. Surtees (i. 139) to have been a native of the 
county of Durham, and he wu certainly connected with it in the following way. On 
Nov. 16, 1416. he watt instituted to the rectoiy of Weltoti, in Yorkshire, on the pre- 
sentation of Ralph earl of Westmerland, (Reg. Bo wet, i. 278 6.) and, in 1424, that 
nobleman made him one of his executors. (Durham Wills, i. 73.) On Nov. 28th, 
1427, Thomas Langley, bishop nf Durham, made Dixon master of Sherburn Hospital, 
which he resigned in July, 1433. (Keg. Langley, 134, 204 b.) The same prelate sent 
him as his proctor to Parliament in 1427, 1429, and 1438, (Ibid. 137 ee, 161 o, 174 a,) 
and in his will, made in 1436, left him a silver cup as a legacy, bearing the inscrip- 
tion, Eh boa estregn. (Hist. Dunelm. Scr. Tres, App*, 244.) On the 25th of April, 
1436, Dixon was instituted to the stall of Skelton at Howden (Reg. Kempe, 386 6,) 
and on November 8tb, 1442, the priory of Durham granted him letters of fraternity. 
(Reg. Pr. et Con v. Dunelm. iii. 236.) 

Dixon was clerk of the Pipe, sub-treasurer of the Exchequer, and, afterwards, one of 
the barons. (See Dugd. Cbron. 61 ; Acts and Ordinances of the Privy Council, iii. 22; 
Pell Records, 395; Fuller's Worthies, n. *. ii. 112; Fo?ss Judges, iv. 306.) 

From 1408 to 1448 Dixon was rector of Cheshunt, co. Herts. (Clutterbuck's Herts, 
ii. 110.) In 1427 he gave up the prebend of Stow in Lindsey, at Lincoln, for another 
stall, probably Erapingbam. (Le Neve, ii. 211.) On Nov. 5tb, 1430, he exchanged 
Empingham for Oretton, in the same church. (MSS. Harl. 6952, 61 6.) On March 
1st, 1430-1, be was collated to the stall of Moreton, at Hereford. (Le Neve, i. 513.) 
In 1432 he resigned the living of Gosberkirk, dioc. Lincoln. (MSS. Harl. C952, 68 a.) 
On Feb. 10, 1432.3, he was instituted, at the kings presentation, to the rectory of Cot- 
tingham (Reg. Kempe, 1 1 o.) and on the last day of the same month be was collated to the 
prebend of Wetwang, at York (Ibid. 11 a.) in which he was installed March 9th. 
(Acta Capit. Ebor.) Ho exchanged both the stall and Cottingham, Feb. 1 2th, H35-6, 
with John Castell, for the stall of Cherminstcr Bere, at Salisbury. (Reg. Kempe, 15 b.)

In 1433 he became prebendary of Stow Longa, at Lincoln, and gave it up when ap- 
pointed to the stall of Sutton cum Ducks in July 1438. (Le Neve, ii. 217.) 

Dixon built the chancel of Cheshunt church, and, dying Oct. 30th, 1448, was buried 
thire. A fine brass was placed over him, with a curiously rhyming epitaph . A por- 
tion of the canopy is engraved in Boutell's Sepulchral Brasses. (See Newcourt, i. 820; 
Clutterbuck's Herts, ii. 112; Gough's Sepulchral Mouuments, ii. 156, where the in- 
scription is correctly given.) 

t Quadring, where Dixon seems to have founded a chantry, is near Spalding, in 
Lincolnshire. 

* On August 23rd, 1423, Thomas Morton was admitted to the stall of North New- 
bald, at York, having exchanged for it with John Prentis his prebend of Alton Saint 
Fancras, at Salisbury, and that of Bolenhall, in the royal chapel at Tamworth. (Reg. 
Bo wet, i. 796.) Ho was installed in the person of John Ragenhill, Aug. 28th, 1423, 
and, in his own person, on Sept. 10th, 1426. (Acta Capit. Ebor.) On the 9th of Jan. 
1429-30, he had permission from the chapter to be absent for thirty-one days at Lon- 
don, on their business, whilst he was in residence. (Ibid.) 

On April 14th, 1423, the archbishop of York ordered Morton to be inducted to the 
rectory of Almond bury, he having exchanged for it his prebend of Hinton, at Here- 
ford, with Thomas Woodford (Reg. Bowet, i. 147 a, b.) On July 3rd, 1427, he was 
ordered to be inducted to the rectory of Brompton, giving up for it his rectory of 
Hafhunt (*«<•) and his stall at St. Stephen's Westminster. (Reg. Kempe.) He owed many 
of his preferments, no doubt, to the fact of his being a retainer of the Cardinal of 
England. (Fo;d. x. 609.) From 1429, to the time of bis death, he was master of 
Brackley Hospital, Northants. (Baker's Northanta, i. 5S1.) On the 14th of April, 
1431, he exchanged his rectory of Brompton for that of Settrington, which he held 
during his life. (Reg. Kempe, 357 a.) On July 21st, 1434, he exchanged his stall of 
Sidlcflham and Bishopston, at Chichester, with Walter Sherrington for the prebend of 
Baroby, at Howden. (Reg. Kempe, 377 5.) On the 2nd of March, 1435 6, he was 
instituted, at the presentation of Kirkham Priory, to the living of St. Peter in the 
Willows, at York, which he gave up in the following May. (Reg. Kempe, 486 b.)

XXIX. THE WILL OF^ WILLIAM FELTER, DEAN OP YORK. 

(Reg. Teat. Capit. Ebor. i. 267 a.) 

April 6, 1451. Willelmus Felter,* decanus Eboracensis.— 
sep. m eccl. cath.

* William Felter, dean of York, seems to have been a native of Bristol. I am un- 
acquainted with his early history, but he was introduced to Yorkshire hy archbishop 
Kempe, whose chancellor he was. On Feb. 20th, 1429.30, the primate gave him the 
stall at St. Peter's altar at Beverley, which he resigned in Jan. 1450-1. (Reg. Kempe, 
8 b, 71 a.) On June 21st, 1435, he wa* collated to the archdeaconry of York (Ibid. 
15 6.), in which he was installed in person on July 7th. (Acta Capit. Ebor.) In 
December, 1436, Felter became dean of York. On the last day of Feb., 1441-2, he 
ww collated to the stall of Apesthorpe (Kempe, 47 a.), in which he was installed by 
proxy on 8th March, and in person on May 0th. (Acta Capit. Ebor.) On Jan. 14th, 
1450.1, he wa* collated to the stall of Driffield (Reg. K empe, 71 a-), and, on March 
15th, he was one of the persons appointed by the primate to act as his vicar-general. 
He was rector of Almond bury at bis death (Reg. Kempe, 74 ft.), and between 1407 
and 1485 he was dean of Wolverhampton. (MS8. Harl. 6952,66 *. Shaw's Stafford- 
shire, ii. 154.) 

On Feb. 5, 1435-6, Felter was one of the commissioners appointed to renew the 
truce between England and Scotland. (Foid. x. 629; Rot. ScotuB, ii. 294.) 

Felter died on the 10th of April, 1451, and was interred in the middle choir of 
York Minster, where an inscription in brass commemorated him. (Drake, 514.) He 
was a doctor of decrees. In 1454 his executors founded a chantry in the Minster at 
the altar of SS. Anne, Anthony, and Crux, for the dean's soul, and those of John and

Fabric* eccl. de Eskrig vj s. viij d. (Reg. Test. Capit. i. 313 6.) Hawne, according 
to Torre, was tbe officiating priest at Feller's chantry. Originally it was at the altar 
of SS. Cruz, Anne, and Anthony; in 1483 it was at St. Jerome's altar. It was not 
unusual for the services to be removed from altar to altar. There is a sentence, quoted 
above, which points out tbe locality in 1476.

Vicars was a grocer, and was free in 1471 by purchase. His will bears date 21st 
January, 1488-9 He left a widow, Ellen, and a son, John.— R. H. S. 

Simon Vicars, of the parish of St. Michael, Ouse Bridge, chapman and haberdasher, 
was free in 1500; chamberlain, 1511 ; sheriff, 1513*14 ; lord mayor, 1521 (being 
elected in the room of Thomas Bank house, who died in office). Died at East 
Witton in Wensleydale in 1534, and was buried there. Will dated 22nd December, 
1534. (Prob. Jan. 12th, 1534-5.) By his first wife, who was buried at SL Michael's, 
he had a son, Simon, and two daughters, Agnes and Margaret. The hitter died 
unmarried in 1520. In her will, dated 24th Feb. 1619-20 (pr. 13th March), she 
desired to be buried in the above church, near her mother. She bequeathed property 
at Scarbro* and Palsgrave to her father, Simon Vicars, for his life, with remainder to 
her brother Simon. 

By his second wife (living 1519) alderman Simon Vicars had a son, Thomas, who 
was living in 1531.— R. H. 8.

• The testator, who wu a distinguished and very wealthy person, probably took 
his name from North or South Duffield, two villages to the sooth of York, a district 
with which from his will be seems to have been connected. 

In early life Duffleld went to Oxford, and in 1407, being a member of Merton col- 
lege, he was a proctor for the University. (Le Neve, iii. 480.) 

I find that William Duffield of York was ordained acolyte Feb. 19th, 1417-18; 
subdeacon March 12th, Trinity priory giving him a title ; deacon 21st May, 1418; 
and priest 11th March, 1418-19, — a very rapid progress. (Keg. Bowel.) 

On May 6th, 1421, the king collated him to a stall in the cathedral of Listens: 
(Feed. z. 112), and, on Oct. 27th, 1422, he was made rector of Copford in Essex. 
(Newcoort, ii. 192.) On the 23rd of March, 1425, he was installed archdeacon of 
Colchester, and he held that office until 1488. (Ibid. 189. Le Neve, il. 840.) 

Duffield held several very lucrative and important offices in the dioceao of York, 
through the kindness of archbishop Kempe. On March 22nd, 1428-9, he was col- 
lated by him to a stall at Beverley. (Reg. Kempe, 76.) On Sep. 17, 1432, the asms 
prelate sppointed him pretendary of Norwell O verbal 1 at Southwell. (Reg. Kempe, 
106.) This he resigned in Oct. 1450, but was re-appointed Nov. 7, 1451, and held 
that post till he died. On the 3rd of May, 1433, he was collated by the archbishop, 
whilst he was at Calais, to the stall of Wirtow at York (Kempe, 116) and, in Sept. 
1434. to the archdeaconry of Cleveland. (Ibid. 15a.) 

Duffield died, as appears from the title of bis inventory, on the 7th of March, 
1452-3 There is, however, no monument to commemorate him in York minster. 
He was a person of vast wealth, as may be seen from the inventory of his effects. 

Several persone of his name occur in the York registers, but I cannot weave a pedi- 
gree out of their wills.

On Sept. 23rd, 1402, a person of the name of John Castell was ordained subdeaoon 
at York, the monastery of St. Andrew giving him a title (Reg. Scrope), and he, being 
a master of arts, was made d<ncon Sept. 18, 1406, receiving his title from the hospital 
of St. John, without the east gate at Oxford. (Reg. Dec. et Cap. itdt vncante, 302 6.) 
In 1405 John Castell of Univ. Coll. was a proctor at Oxford. (Le Neve, iii. 480.) 
About 1413 he became master of Univ. Coll. (Ibid. iii. 537), and was made chancellor 
by patent dated April 17, 1422 (Ibid. iii. 467), and he held that office in 1425. (Hist. 
Univ. Oxon. v. 42.) In 1424 he was one of the executors of Ralph earl of Westmor- 
land. (Durham Wills, i. 73.) Ho was chaplain to Henry V. (Hist. Univ. Oxon. v. 
42.; Smith's Annals of Univ. Coll. 164.) 

On Nov. 15th, 1423, he was made chancellor of Lincoln. (Le Neve, ii. 93.) On 
Sept. 15th, 1431, he was collated to the archdeaconry of Berkshire (Ibid. ii. 635), and 
held it for a year. On Sept. 2nd, 1430, he was appointed to the golden stall at Hereford 
(Ibid. i. 501), having become chancellor there on July 7, 1425. (Ibid. i. 492 ) In 
1435 he resigned the stall of Carlton-cum-Kyme at Lincoln. (Ibid. ii. 121.) From 
1428 to 1430 he seems to have been rector of St. Clement Danes, London. (New- 
court, 1. 572.) 

In Yorkshire, on Oct 18, 1423, he was instituted to the rectory of Rudby on the 
death of Robert de Wyclsffe, which he held until his death (Reg. Bowet, i. 164 6); 
and, on Jan. 9, 1424-5, he was admitted to the stall of Skelton at Howden, which he 
resigned in 1436. (Reg. ude vacant*, 873 a.) On Feb. 12, 1435-6, he was admitted 
to the prebend of Wetwang and the rectory of Cottingham, exchanging for them with 
Nicholas Dixon his stall of Cheminster and Bere at Salisbury. (Reg. Kempe, 166.) 
On Oct. 7, 1447, he was appointed precentor. On June 12th, 1447, the archbishop 
appointed a commission to receive his resignation of the living of Cottingham, which 
he gave up owing to old age and infirmities, and a pension out of it was granted to 
him. (Ibid. 110 a.) 

Castell died in one of the early months of 1457, and was buried in York minster, 
and the following striking epitaph commemorated him. (Drake, 499.) It was near 
the font in the nave on " a broad white stone, about throe yards long, inscribed both 
on its verge and cross ways." (MS. Torre, 148.)

f Randolph Pigot of Clotherbam, the testator, was the eldest son and heir of Geof- 
frey Pigot of that place, by Emma his wife, daughter and eventually heiress of Roger 
de Ledes, of North Hall, in Leeds, co. York, and grandson of Sir Randolph Pigot, of 
Melmerhy, in the parish of Coverham, N. R. co York, who obtained the estate of Clo- 
therbam by marriage with Johanna, daughter and heiress of John de Clotherbam, the 
last of a race of that name, which had been settled there from the early part, at least, 
of the twelfth rentury. Their manor house was a large quadrangular building, situated 
in a sheltered holme by the side of the river Laver, about a mile and a half west of 
Ripon ; but it has long ago been rased to the ground, with the exception of a small 
fragment of a moss; wall, without any characteristics to define its age. About twenty-five 
years ago, I remember,ho\vever,a part of a gable cross being dug up here, which probably 
belonged to the chantry chapel of St. Mary, mentioned in the testator's will. Sir Ran- 
dolph, his grandfather, whose will has been printed by the Surtees Society, (Test. Ebor. 
i. 33 U died in 1404, leaving issue, besides Geoffrey above-mentioned, another son called 
John, whose will, dated in 1428, also appears in the same collection, (i. 416.) This 
John was father of John Pigot of Ripon and Richard Pigot serjeant-at-law, legatees 
in the will of the present testator, who, at the time it was made, appears only to have 
had two children, Sir Geoffrey, his heir, and Johanna, wife of Sir John Norton of 
Norton Confers. She died August 6th, 1488, and lies buried with her husband in the 
Norton chapel, in the parish church of Wath, near Ripon. The will of Dame Mar- 
garet, widow of this Sir Geoffrey, will occur at a subsequent page. The PigoU were

great benefactors to the fabric of the collegiate church of Ripon in the fifteenth cen- 
tury. Nono of their sepulchral memorials are now extant there ; but their Arms, Sable, 
three mill-picks argent, occur on the north triforium of the choir, together with a 
shield bearing. Ermine, a few, probably the arms of the benefactor's wife. The mill- 
picks appear also on the choir screen, and on one of the pillars of the nave, above the 
arms of the borough of Ripon, commemorating, perhaps, in this instance, Randolph 
Pigot, wakeman, or chief magistrate of that place in the year 1471, although the work 
dates after the year 1512. — J. R. W.

Balderby died in 1448.9, and was succeeded by Mr. Robert Thwaites, dean of Auck- 
land, and a collector of books. The livings of Mash am and Kirkby-Ma'zeard went 
together.

* Tbe testator, who makes a brief nuncupative will, was the second son of Richard 
lord Scrope of Bolton. Sir Harris Nicolas says that he was born in 1419, and that 
he was rector of Fen Ditton, co. Cambridge, and dean of Hastings. (Scrope and Gros- 
venor Roll, ii. 60.) In 1464 be was master of King's Hall, Cambridge, and, as 
such, he was chancellor of the University in 1461. (Le Neve, iii. 600, 698.) 

In 1464 he was made bishop of Carlisle, having the temporalities restored to him 
on June 5th (Feed. zi. 526), and be died, after a short tenure of office, on the 10th 
of May, 1468. (Le Neve, iii. 239. Nicolson and Burn, ii. 275.) On May 16th, 
archbishop Neville appointed the prior of Carlisle, Mr. Robert Killingale, bachelor 
of decrees, and Richard Morgan, M.A., to act as vicars-general during the vacancy of 
the see. (Reg. Neville, i. 98a.) On Sept. 11, he ordered them to surrender the re- 
gisters, etc. to bishop Storey. (Ibid. 105a.) 

On Dec. 8, 1463, archbishop Booth appointed Mr. William Raa, notary publio, 
Robert Sille, and John Plogh, of the diocese of Carlisle, to collect tbe effects of John 
Kingscote, late bishop of Carlisle, who had died intestate. (Reg. Booth. 860a.) On 
August 11th, 1464, Thomas Colt, esq. was appointed administrator. (Ibid. 2875.) 
Tbe care of tbe temporalities of the see, after Kingscote's death, was entrusted to 
Richard, earl of Warwick and Salisbury, on Dec. 12, 1464. (Feed. xi. 512.)

On May 19th, 1435, Mr. John Lathum was instituted to the rectory of Knecsall, 
Notts, at the presentation of Norton Abbey (Reg. arch. Kemp, 381 6.) ; and, on Deo. 
17, he was ordained acolyte on that title. (Ibid. 260 a.) On July 15th, 1443, he was 
instituted to the rectory of Thorner, on the king's presentation (Ibid. 50 a.), and on 
May 22nd, 1445, he was ordained priest, being then dean of the royal chapel in 
Pootefract Castle. (Ibid. 282 a.) On Feb. 16th, 1447-8, he was admitted to the 
perpetual chantry in the college of the Holy Trinity at Pootefract called Knolles 
Almshouses ; and, on the 10th of May following, he was instituted to the mastership 
of the said college, the priory of Nostell presenting him. (Ibid. 411 a.) On Jan. 28th, 
1450-1, Lathum, being secretary to the archbishop, was collated by him to the prebend 
at St. Peter's altar in Beverley minster. (Ibid. 71 a.) 

In 1444 we find Lathum receiving a very considerable pension. On the 24th of 
April In that year John, prior of the house of St. Robert at Knaresbro' was at Cawod 
castle, and there, in a high chapel or oratory, on the south side of the principal 
chamber there, the prior put in Lathum'a hands a deed of gift, making over to him an 
annual pension of 23 1. 6 #. 8 d. an immeuse sum for that poverty-stricken house to 
bestow. (Reg. Kempe, 1H66.) 

On Jan. 27, 1446-7, Lathum was instituted to the rectory of Betham, St. Mary's 
Abbey, York, presenting him ; but he resigned it in the following month. (Reg. 
archid. Richmond, 10 a.) In May, 1469, be became rector of Aldford in Cheshire. 
(Ormerod's Cheshire, ii. 414.) 

Lathum was a member of the great Lancashire family of that name and ilk, and my 
Lancashire friends will thank me for the genealogical notices which this will contains.

* The testator was probably the greatest benefactor that the little nunnery of Apple, 
ton ever had. It is in the Ainsty, some eight or nine miles from York. It was 
founded by Adeliza de St. Quiutin in the twelfth century. At the Dissolution the 
family of Fairfax had a grant of it, from which it passed to the Milners about the year 
1700. 

Shortly after the testator's death, in the autumn of 1489, archbishop Rotherbam 
held a visitation of the nunnery of Appleton, and issued the following body of injunc- 
tions, which may, perhaps, lighten the dull weight of a drv page. (Reg. Rotheram, 
245,o,6.) 

" First, and principally, we com maun de and injoyne that Divine service, and y e 
rewles of your religion, be observed and kept accordyng to your ordour, that ye be pro- 
fessid to. 

** Item that y e cloistro dores be shett and spam in wyntre at vij, and in somer at 
viij of the clok at nyght; and y* keys nyghtly to be delyvered to you, Priorisse; and 
ye, after y« said howres, sufTre no person e to come in or forth, w*out a cause reso li- 
able. 

" Item that ye, Priorisse, suflre no man loge undir the dortir, nor oon the baksede; 
hot if hit be such sad persones, by whome your bowse may ye holpyne and socured w*out 
slaunder or suspicion. 

" Item that ye, Priorisse, and all your sistirs, loge nyghtly in y« dortour, savyng if ye 
or your sistirs be seke or deseased, then ye or thei, so seke or deseased, to kepe a 
chambre. 

" Item that noon of your sistirs use y« ale house nor y« watirside, wher concussc of 
stra lingers dayly resortes. 

*' Item that none of your sistirs have their service of mete and drynke to y* chambre, 
but keep y« frater and ye hall, accordyng to your religion, except any of thaim be 
seke. 

" Item that none of your sistirs bring in, receyve, or take anye Iaie man, religiose, 
or secular, into y r chambre or any secrete place, daye or nyght, nor w* thaim in such 
private places to commyne, etc, or drynke, w 4 out lycence of you, Priorisse. 

" Item that ye, Priorisse, lycence none of your sistirs to go pilgremag or viset 
frendes, w'oute a grete cause; and then such a slstre, so lycencyate by you, to have w* 
her oon of y e most sadde and well dispoeid siBtirs to she come home agayne. 

" Item that ye graunte or sell no corrodies nor lyveres of brede, nor ale, nor other 
vitell, to any person or persones frome hens forward, w« out y'auctorite and speciall 
lycyiice of us or our vicar generall. 

" Item that ye se such servauntes, as longeth to your place, come into mete and 
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dono dictae Priorissae et Conventui, et successoribus suis, omnes 
sum mas pecuniae michi per eas debitas, seu debendas, tempore de- 
cessus mei, videlicet ad usum reparationis et aedificationis domorum 
dictae domus, et ad solution em debitorum ejusdem domus, per me 
solutas. Johannae Either,* nunc Priorissae dictae domus de Ap- 
pilton, si me supervixerit, unam planam peciam argenti, et unum 
magnum fethir-bed cum le bolstur, ad usum domus de Appilton 
praedictse, et cum eadem Johanna, nunc Priorissa, remansur', du- 
rante vita sua; et post ejus decessura remaneat pecia praedicta, 
cum fethir-bed et bolstur, ad usum ejusdem domus. Eidem Jo-

drinke, and not to have y* lyveres of brede and ale outward, but if ye tbynk hit neces- 
sary o and for the welth of your house. 

*' Item that ye take no perhedinaunntes or sogerners into your place frome hensfor- 
ward, but if thei be children, or el lis old person es, by which availe biliklyhod may 
gruue to your place.'* 

* One, no doubt, of the old family of Ryther of Ryther. Another member of it pre- 
sided over the nunnery in this century, and there is a monument to her memory pre- 
served in tbe church of Bolton Percy. Drake (386) says of it, " ThUstoue does not 
originally belong to this church, but was taken out of the nunnery chapel, and for many 
years served to stop water at a miln ; till, very lately, my worthy friend the reverend 
Hr. T. Lam pi ugh, the present rector, redeemed it and placed it in his church. " 

In 171 1 Ralph Thoreaby, the antiquary, paid a visit to Nun Appleton, and marked 
with wonder the «* noble palace " erected there by Thomas lord Fairfax. Although 
recently erected, it was doomed even then to destruction. " An old servant (my lord's 
c-oarhman) who is permitted to live in it may probably see another spring out of the 
ashes of this, as he did this out of those of the old nunnery, of which nothing remains 
save a few old grave-stones : upon one was a cross fleuri, but no legible inscriptions, 
that I saw ; but the archdeacon (Pearson) saw one which serves as a foot-bridge in 
Bolton-ings, for one of the Prioresses, but has forgot tbe name." (Diary, ii. 74.)

He 
desires to be buried in the conventual church of Nun Appleton. (Fasti Ebor.)

X There is nothing in print relating to the family of Ferriby, and I shall not 
attempt here to supply the deficiency. Many members of it were connected with the 
church of York, and some of them held high offices in the state. A pedigree of them 
may be constructed. 

Ferriby seems to have been one of the valets of the crown. (Reg. Test. ii. 595.) 
His will is curiously original. He married Margaret, widow of Thomas Roos. e«q. 
of Routh in Holderneas. A license to unite them was directed on Dec 13th, 1463, 
to John Gisburgk, canon residentiary of York, Mr. Thomas Gedney, and Mr. Thomas 
Bentley. (Reg. Will. Boothe, 220 a.) On Oct. 14, 1465, John Ferriby, and Marga. 
ret bis wife, were allowed to have an oratory. (Reg. Geo. Neville, i. 51 a.) 

On Feb. 15, 1481-2, Margaret Ferriby of Beverley, widow, made her will, desiring 
to be buried in St. John's church. To John Roos, her son, she leaves the reversion 
of her lan.U, &c. in North Leverton, Kirkburn, Kimlingeotes, and Skipwith, after the 
decease of Robert Moresby, clerk, her son, together with her messuage in Beverley, 
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as is here undirneth wrytyn. First I have a prest syngyng for

He 
leaves 80/. to four chaplains, to celebrate for him for four yean. To a chaplain to cele- 
brate in the chapel of the Blessed Virgin without the north bar of Beverley, 4/. 6*. Sd. 
a year for four years. He desires his executors to provide clothing of linen and woollen 
for the poor to the value of 10/. To Dionisia his wife he leaves, for her life, the house 
he lives in. To his son Nicholas he gives a messuage on the south side of his dwelling 
house, three houses or shops on the mercer-row, &c. To his son Henry, then a 
minor, he leaves 100 marks. He makes his wife, Alexander Creik , and John Copy, his 
executors.

The will of his son Henry will soon occur, and I shall then say more about the 
family.

and ordeyn this my present testament in the maner and four me 
folowyng: that is to witt: first, I bequeth my saule to Alrayghty 
God, and the Blissed Virgyn oure Lady Seynt Mary, His modyr, 
and to all the Seyntes of hevyn, and my body to be buried in 
some holy place, where as God wyll dispose therefore at my 
passu ge oute of this worlde.

* This youth, who teems to have been tbe testator's heir, probably died young, as 
his uncle Thomas became head of the family. Richard Thurland died before his father. 
On Nov. 7, 1456, John Prior of L en ton was commissioned to marry Gerrase, son of 
Robert Clifton, esq. and Alice, widow of Richard Thurland of Nottingham, in the 
chapel of Thomas Neville, esq. at Rolleston. (Reg. Win. Booth, 195 a.) 

Thomas Thurland, brother of Richard, and son of the testator, became the head of 
the house. He married Jane, daughter of Robert, and sister of Sir Henry Willoughby, 
lent., by whom he had several children. (Tonge's Visitation, 8-9.) He died in 1497, 
and was interred in Qamelston church, where there is a monument to him, and memo- 
rials of some other members of his family.

On 29th May, 1445. Sever was collated to the stall of Harleston at St. Paul's, which 
be held till he died in 1471 (Newcourt, i. 153), and on the 28th April, 1449, he was 
made chancellor of the same church, an office which his death vacated. (Ibid. i. 113.) 
From 1455 to 1471 he was warden of Merton College, having been proctor in 1427. 
(Wood, iv. 7.) He did so much for his college in building, etc. that he was almost 
regarded as a second founder. In Uic chapel " near to the entrance into the choir, on 
the right hand, is a very fair marble stone, with the picture of a man from head to foot, 
cut on a large plate of brass, with canonical robes, and the facing thereof wrought with 
saints' figures."

Sever'* will was proved at York, inasmuch as he was warden of the royal chapel in 
Tickbill castle. In that capacity archbishop Neville allowed him to have an oratory 
for a year on Nov. 30th, 14**5. (Reg. Neville, part i. 51 b.) It has been stated, but 
without any authority, that Sever was a kinsman of William Senews or Sen house, 
bishop of Carlisle and Durham. William Senhou.«e was abbot of St. Mary's York. 
On March 11th, 1467-8, brother William Sonus, monk of St. Mary's, was ordained 
sub-deacon. (Reg. Neville, i.)

This is the Robert Lassells 
of Brackenbergh, near Think, who died in 1508, and from him the line of Lassells 
of Brackenbergh descended, which died out amid misery and distress in the 17th 
century. All this is now to the genealogist. 

* The testator was the master of the grammar school attached to York minster. 

Mr. Gilbert Pinchbeck, master of the same school, died on Jan. 31, 1457-8, and was 
buried in the minster. (Drake, 495.) He is mentioned as master in 1453 in the in- 
ventory of William Dtiffiold. (p. 143.) 

On June 12th, 1465, the will of Mr. Roger Lewsay, master of the same school, was 
proved, and administration granted to Ellen his widow. (Reg. Test. iii. 305 a.) 

Teaching, apparently, was not conducive to longevity. Each of these three masters 
nan married, so that the office could be held by a layman.

He mentions his uncle John, and Thomas, Joan, 
and (Catherine his children, Sibell wife of Robert Ecopp deceased, and William, 
John, and Cecily, his and her children. 

On the Tuesday after St. Matthew's day, 1459, Robert Ecopp, citizen of York, 
desired to be buried before the altar of St. Nicholas the Bishop, in the church of St 
Helen on the Walls, near the tomb of his children. He leaves two torches of the 
value of 8 to be lighted at the time of the elevation of our Lord's body, and to be 
burned whilst the testator is being buried. To a chaplain to celebrate for him, be 
leaves 7 marks. To Mr. Wm. Langton, clerk, he leaves his pair of beads of coral, 
ten in number. To his brother John he leaves his "toga stragulata" and its hood. 
To Agnes Golding, widow, 20 and to Thomas her son, a monk, a single piece un- 
covered. The residue is left to Margaret his wife, and Mr. William Ecopp, clerk, his 
son. Pr. 6th Apr. 1460. (Reg. Test. ii. 426*.)

Wandesford, esq., 
within the manor of Kirklington. (Reg. archid. Richmond. 48.) On Sept. 27th, 
1460, archbishop Neville granted an oratory to Eleanor, late wife of John Wandesford, 
esq. (Reg. Neville, 1. 646.) 

Christopher Wandesford, esq. was her eldest son. The Inventory of his son, Sir 
John Wandesford, knt which is preserved at York, will occur in its proper place. 
The will of his grandson, Christopher Wandesford, esq., which was made at Doncaster 
in 1540, is printed among the Richmond Wills, p. 17. 

The testatrix makes a nuncupative will. She seems to have been residing in the 
monastery of the Friars Preachers at York. It was customary for widows and unmar- 
ried ladies to become lodgers in a religious house.

He was brother of John the testator, and was 
free of the city in 1430 ; chamberlain in 1445 ; and sheriff in 1454-5. — R.H.S. 

Out of these wills a pedigree of the family for a generation or two may be con- 
structed. There seems to have been no connection between it and another settled at 
Egburgh. I close the scries with the will of the testator's widow.

* Of this great man but a scanty account can be given hero, although there is much 
to be said about him. He was a great lawyer and a proctor in the Roman court, and, 
as a reward for his skill, he was made bishop of Durham and just missed the cardina- 
late. I will only mention the preferments which be held in Yorkshire. On March 
18th, 1444.5, John Sherwood of York, B.A. bad letters diroissory to enable him to 
be ordained by any bishop. (Reg. Kempe 9Gb.) On July 9th, 1455, he was instituted 
to the rectory of Terrington at the presentation of Sir John Langton, knt., resigning it 
in 1467. (Reg. Wm. Booth, 65<i.) On Dec. 16tb, 1456, he was instituted to tho 
rectory of Wycliffe, John Wycliffe, esq. presenting him, and he resigned it in 1459. 
(Reg. archid. Richmond 31<t, 38/'.) On July 5th, 1465, archbishop Neville collated 
biro to the archdeaconry of Richmond. (Reg. Neville, i. »,«.) On Jan. 23rd, 1466-7, 
he instituted him to the stall of Skipwith at ITowden, and, on Feb. 26th, he gave him 
the prebend of Thorp at Ripon. (Ibid. 5a, 88a.) On August 7th, 1471, ho was 
admitted to the rich stall of Masham. (Acta Capit. Ebor.) In that year, and in tbe 
7th of Edward V. he was master of St. Nicholas' Hospital at York. (Dugd. Mon. vi. 
710.) And on March 2nd, 1474.5, he was made a vicar-general of the diocese. (Reg. 
Neville, i. 168a.) 

Sherwood was high in tho favour of archbishop Neville. He came from Cambridge 
and was incorporated M.A. and B.D. at Oxford, whilst Neville was chancellor there, 
on Oct. 29th, 1456. (Churton's Lives of the founders of Brasenoee, 299.) After thin, 
tbe two were intimately connected. Sherwood became the archbishop's chaplain, and 
drew up for his amusement, when be was ill, an epitome " de Ludo arithmomachtae," 
a singular specific for archiepiscopal complaints. This book was printed, and is 
exceedingly rare. 

I cannot make out the connection between the bishop and William Sherwood, dean 
of Auckland from 1485 to 1497 and rector of Stanton Harcourt. (Hutchinson's Dur- 
ham, iii, 334. Churton's Lives of the founders of Brasonose college, 299.) He died at 
Rome on Oct 11th, 1497, and was buried in the English Chapel there, near bishop 
Shorwood, where there is a monument to commemorate him. (Colk Top. et Genea)., 
v. 88.) 

t Matilda the bishop's sister married John Coupland of York, tanner, and sheriff 
of the city in 1458-9. He was the son of John Coupland, citizen and tanner, who 
died in 1462, making John Shorwood, the testator, an executor of his will. (Reg. Test, 
ii. 472a.) 

On May 16th, 1469, John Coupland, citizen of York, made his will. " Sep. in 
eccl. Omn. Sanctorum in Northstrete. Lego pro mortuario moo optimam meam to gam 
cum galero meo de crulis. To Thomas, son of Matilda my wife, my dwelling house in 
North street, M nomino dotis," for her life, and then it is to come to John my son, with 
remainder to Henry my sou. Mr. John Shirwod, archdeacon of Richmond, Matilda my 
wife and John Shirwod her father, executors. Pr. June 8th, 1469, and adm. to the 
widow. (Reg. Test. iv. 135a.)

t The Mideltons of Stokeld in the pariah of Spofforth were a Yorkshire family of 
great antiquity. The testator is said to have married one of the Hamertons. 

On April 21st, 1499, the administration of the effects of Sir Peter Midelton, knt. 
(the grandson of the testator) was granted to Antony Seale, chaplain. (Keg. Teat. iii. 
385 b.) 

On Nov. 13th. 1508, William Midelton of Stokeld (the son of Sir Peter) had a 
licence allowing bim to be married to Isabella Dighton in the chapel at Stokeld. (Reg. 
sede vacante, 5486.) 

J Ho does not occur in Dr. Whitaker's pedigree. He married Joan daughter of 
Sir William Pluinpton of Plumpton, knight. The marriage contracts were drawn up 
on the 24th of August, 1408 (Plumpton Correspondence, Ixxxii.) ; and, on Sept 12th, 
the rector of Spoflbrth was directed to allow the marriage to be celebrated in the chapel 
of the Holy Trinity at Plumpton. (Reg. archiep. Neville, i. 104 b.) In the Plumpton 
Correspondence (pp. 16 — 18) there is a letter which Thomas Midelton wrote to Sir 
William Plumpton. There is a brass to commemorate him in the church of Spofforth 
(Ibid. 75) with this inscription :—

i A younger son of Henry, second earl of Northumberland, by Eleanor, daughter 
of Ralph, the great earl of Wcstmerland. There is very little known about him. On 
Dec. 15th, 1458, George Percy, of the diocese of York, had letters dimisaory to enable 
him to be promoted to all the degrees of orders. (Reg. Wm. Booth, 205 a.) It 
appears from his will (the only evidence of the fact), that he became rector of Ruth- 
bury in Northumberland, and Caldbeck in Cumberland. He is said, without any 
authority, to have been a prebendary of Beverley. 

He directs himself to be buried in Beverley minster, near the tomb of Eleanor de 
Percy, and, below it, Leland saw the tomb of " one of the Percy**, a priest." The 
whole subject of the Percy tombs at Beverley Is treated in an exhaustive manner by 
Mr Longstaffe in " The Old Heraldry of the Percys." He shows decisively that the 
tomb in the north transept of the nave cannot possibly be assigned to the testator.

Every pedigree of the Percies, magnifieent as they were, is full of inaccurate state- 
ments, and Uie laat attempt at it is no exception to the rule. A few scanty notes, to 
supply dertcienciee, will bo of use. I pass over Thomas Percy bishop of Norwich, and 
William Percy bishop of Carlisle. 

Aog. 3rd, 1434, administration of the effects of Sir Henry Percy, late lord of Hart- 
hill, granted to Elizabeth Scales, his widow. (Reg. Test. Bbor. iii. 454 a.) In the 
pedigree* he is said to be of Athol, to have died in 1433, and to have married Eliza- 
beth, widow of Robert lord Scales. 

On Oct. 1st, 1455, administration of the effects of Henry Percy, earl of Northum- 
berland, was granted to William Essyngwold, at the requeat of the lady Eleanor his 
widow. (Reg. Will. Booth, 179 a ) This was the father of George Percy, the testator, 
who was killed at the batUe of St. Alban's in 1455. 

On Dec 81st, 1461, administration of the effects of Sir Richard Percy, knt. was 
granted to dame Katharine, his widow. (Reg. Tert. ii. 459 This was a younger 
brother of the testator, who is said to have died unmarried. 

The will of Henry earl of Northumberland, the testator's nephew, will be printed 
afterwards, and other notices of the family will then be given. 

* This person is new to the pedigree of the Percies.

f The testator was a son of John Fitzwilliam, esq. of Sprotborough, by Margaret, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Clarell of Aldwark. He married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Chaworth, knt. by whom he had several children. There is a brass to the 
testator's memory in Sprotborough church, from which it appears that be died at 
Haddlesey on Dee. 1st, 1474. (Hunter's South Yorkshire, i. 339, 345.) The church 
of Sprotborough is filled with interesting memorials of his illustrious house. 

The father of the testator died at Rouen in 1421. His uncle, Richard Fitzwilliam 
of Sprotborough, made his will at Meaux abbey on Sept. 3rd, 1398, which makes 
some changes in the pedigree of the family. He desires to be buried in the church of 
the Blessed Virgin at Sprotborough. Edmund and John Fitzwilliam, his brothers, 
Edmund de Sand ford, and William de Hykilton of Sprotborough, are appointed 
executors, and the testator desires them to find a priest to pray, fur the space of two 
years, for the souls of his father and himself. To his brothers Edmuud and John, he 
leaves 10/. each. To the poorest of the parish of Sprotborough he bequeathes 10 
marks. To the church of Sprotborough, to buy two candlesticks, five marks. " Lego 
unam petram, talem sicut jaeet supra corpus Roberti de Morton, sen ions, ad cooperi • 
endum corpus meum in ecclesia de Sprotburgh." To Joan Uickleton a nut and 
six silver spoons. At the end it is said that the will was dated at Sprotborough. 
It was, perhaps, finished or ratified there, having been begun at Meaux. It was 
proved Nov. '29th, 1399. (Reg. Test. iii. 29 4 ) 

Robert de Morton, to whom Richard Fitzwilliam alludes, was probably the owner 
of Bawtry, who died in 139d, and was interred at Worksop. 

J Sir William Fitzwilliam. the testator's son, married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
John Co nven*. He made his will at Sprotborough on the 3rd of July, 1494, using 
the same preamble which his father had chosen. He desires his feoffees to allow his 
executors to receive out of his lands forty marks a year for fifteen years, for the mar-

The feoffees are to make an estate of ten marks a year to hie son William , 
apart from the lands of Robert Fitzwilliam, which are in his po s s es sion. To his sen 
Thomas he leaves 1 Oi. His wife Elizabeth, and William, his son, are made execu- 
tors, and William Conyers, esq. (bis brother' in-law). Sir Thomas Fitzwilliam, knt. 
(of Aldwark, his cousin), and Sir Thomas Wortley, knt. (his brother-in-law), super, 
visors. Pr. Aug. 10th. (Reg. Test. v. 449 6.) 

John Fitzwilliam was the son and heir of this William. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter ef Sir Richard Fitzwilliam of Aldwark. As they wore related to each other 
in the fourth degree, Julian, cardinal-bishop of Ostia, granted them a dispensation to 
marry on March 22nd, 1487-8, subject to the approval of the northern primate, or his 
representative, which was granted on the 28th of May. (Reg. Rotherham, 56 4.) 

John Fitzwilliam died in 1489, before his father. His widow remarried Sir Thomas 
Wortley, knt. to whom she was twice related in the third degree. This also required 
a dispensation, and Cardinal Julian granted it on Jan. 26th, 1492-3, — confirmed at 
York May 23rd.

1484. (Reg. Test. v. 221 a.) Ellen Gull made her will at Nottingham on July 1st, 

1485, desiring to be buried near her brother, in the chancel of St. Peter's church. 
She leaves two cows and all her goods to the Prioress of Heynynges for the use of the 
guests and strangers who come to that house. Pr.Stb Aug. (Reg. Rotherham, 324 6.) 

Gull was instituted to the living of St. Peter's on June 3rd, 1445. (Reg. Kempe, 
65 a.) He held it, therefore, for nearly forty years. 

•f A will which gives me an opportunity of saying something about the history of a 
family which, notwithstanding its high position, is involved hi no little obscurity. 
The chief residence of the E urea was at Witton Castle in the county of Durham. 
They were a race of gallant soldiers and were famous among the Northern chivalry. 

On Sept. 9th, 1422, the will of Sir Ralph Euro knt. was proved before the bishop of 
Durham at Stockton, and administration was granted to Sir William Eure, knt. and 
Robert Eure, esq. bis sons and cxeoutors. (Reg. Langley, 113 6.) This was the grand- 
father of the testator. 

The will of the testator's mother, Matilda daughter of Henry lord Fitzhugh, and 
widow of Sir William Eure, knt., is printed in Test Ebor. ii. 284-6. She died in 
1467 and desires to be buried in Malton abbey near her husband. In her will she 
mentions the testator. 

Old Malton, tiie residence of the testator, came to his grandfather, or perhaps great- 
grandfather, Sir Ralph Eure knt., by his marriage with Catherine, one of the co-heirs of 
Sir William do Ayton. By deed dated at Ayton on Michaelmas day, 1385, Sir 
William de Ayton, knt. conveyed to Sir Ralph Eure, Sir John Conyers, and Sir 
William Place, knta. his manor of Bardelby on Holme co. York, for their lives, with 
remainder to the heirs of the said Sir Ralph and Catharine hia wife, the heirs of Sir 
William do Place, knt., son of Sir William de Place, knt. deceased, and those of 
Elizabeth his mother, now wife of Sir John Conyers. (MSS. Harl. ecxlv. 128 b.) 

Old Malton, a portion of the old inheritance of the Veacies .whom the Aytons repre- 
sented, was a favourite residence of the Eures, and hence it is that we find so many of 
their wills in the registry at York. On August 13th, 1467, an oratory was granted to 
dame Joan Ogle and Henry Eure, esq. within the diocese of York. (Reg. Neville, i. 
95 a.) This lady Ogle was the sister of the testator, and is mentioned in her mother's 
will. (Test. Ebor. ii. 285.) On July 1st, 1472, Philip, the cardinal, authorised Joan 
widow of Sir Robert Ogle knt. to marry John Penington, to whom she was twice

mother in 1466. (Reg. Test. Ebor. ii. 285.) He was in orders, and had the following 
preferment. On Jan. 81st. 1447-8, he was instituted to the rectory of Brompton in 
Pickering-lithe on the resignation of John Bcrningbam. (Reg. Kempe, 413 6.) On 
Dec 1st. 1452, be was allowed to be non-resident for a year. (Reg. Wm. Booth, 375 a.) 
And on August 4th, 1443, he had a preaching licence given to him. He was then 
8. T. B. (Ibid. 153 6.) On April 20tb, 1453, he was instituted, on the presentation 
of Sir William Eure, knt. to the mastership of the hospital of the Blessed Virgin in 
Bootham, York, then vacant by the death of Munnaduke Constable. (Ibid. 381 a.) 
This he held till he died. In 1460, he exchanged his rectory of Brompton with John 
Gisburgh for the precentorship of York minster, to which be was collated Nov. 14th, 
1460. (Ibid. 53.4.) On July 28th, 1461, he had leave to be non-resident in that 
office, as the king had ordered him not to leave the city of London. (Ibid. 53, a, b.) 
On March 9th, 1462-3, ho was instituted to the rectory of Workington, exchanging for 
it with Laurence Roche the rectory of Wem in Shropshire. (Reg. arch id. Richmond, 
42 a.) He gave up Workiogtou in 1470. On Nov. 22ud, 1471, he was collated to 
the archdeaconry of Salisbury, and held it until 1476. (Le Neve, i. 625.) Eure seeuia 
to have died in 1483, and was buried in York minster. 

On August 12th, 1478, Eure was instituted to the vicarage of Leeds on the death of 
Thomas ClarelL (Reg. Neville, i. 123 b.) He is remembered at Leeds as the founder 
of the chantry of S. Mary Magdalene, " the comer building on the west tide of the 
great street." (Vicaria Leodionsis, 22.)

Thomas Riplingham, a London merchant, left his land at Riplingham to his brother 
Richard. To the Grey Friars of Beverley he gave IOOj. He was buried at St. 
Gregory's by 8t. Paul's. Katherine his widow was interred at St. Andrew's Ward- 
robe. (Weever, 889-90.) In 1478 Ralph Riplingham became rector of St. Martin's 
Vintry, which he resigned in 1488 to John Riplingham 8. T. P., who died holding it in 
1518. (Newcourt, i. 422.) They were Uie sons of Win. Riplingham of Hull, mer- 
chant, who died in 1484. (Reg. Test, iii 299.) On August 9, 1468, archbishop 
Booth granted them letters dimissory. (Reg. Booth.) Bishop Alcock was, I believe, 
their patron as well as their compatriot. John Dal ton, who married the bishop's 
niece, was the apprentice of the testator.

is nothing in his will to indicate that he was a person of any great wealth, and the 
fame of hi» illustrious son has rescued him from obscurity. He seems to have been a 
merchant in a small way who traded between Beverley and Hull, and who had made 
money enough to enable him to send one, if not more, of his sons to college. There is 
only one notice of bishop Fisher in the York registers. On Dec. 17th, 1491, Mr. John 
Fisher, M.A., fellow of MichaeLhouse, was ordained priest, his college giving him his 
title. (Reg. Rotherham.) 

I have been able to discover some little information about the testator's family. It 
appears that he had a brother of tbe same name as himself (a common thing in tboM 
days), a Robert Fisher, who was a merchant at Kingston upon Hull, and who made 
his will on Dec. 7th, 1476. He desires to be buried in the Trinity church at Hull 
near his father. To Agnes daughter of taurence Swattok, he leaves 6s. Sd.; and to 
Robert Swattok his son, 34. 4<f. To Hawnby abbey be bequeathes a mvrra of silver 
gilt, with a picture of the Trinity on it. To the wife of Thomas Wycliff 6i. fid. To 
Robert Fisher, son of Robert Fisher my brother, 6i. 8rf. To William Fisher, my 
brother, 10/. be owes me. I forgive Laurence Swattok all he owes me. To Elizabeth, 
ray wife, my tenement in Hedon for her life. She, William Fisher my brother, and 
l^iurence Swattok, exrs. The residue to my wife, my son, and daughters. Pr. Dec 
20th. (Reg. Test. v. 8 a.) 

Laurence Swattok was an apothecary at Hull, and died in 1492, desiring to be 
buried *' in the churche of the Blessed Trinite, in the midle ile ther, beneth the 
chauncell, nye the grave of Robert Fissher." " To Thomas Fissher, my suster sonne, 
my best Primer." (Reg. Test. v. 410 4.) It seems probable, therefore, that Swattok'a 
sister was the wife of Robert Fisher above mentioned. Another sister married Thomas 
Dalton, mayor of Hull in 1489 and 1499. John Dalton, the brother of Thomas, took 
to wife a niece of Bishop Aloock; so that there was a kind of connection between the 
Alcocks and the Fishers, which will quite account for the presence of John Fisher at 
Cambridge, and for the support that he received from bishop Alcock. 

Robert Fisher, whose will has been just quoted, had a house in Hedon near Hull. 
This, probably, leads me to a kinsman of his. Apr. 4th, 1523, Cristofer Fisher of 
Hedon, glover.

The Prior and Convent of Durham gave him 
letters of fraternity on Dec. 4th. 1506. (Durham Obituary Rolls, 115.) 

f I have been unable to make out who this person was, although he bears a time- 
honoured name. I should like to know, also, what was the connexion between the 
Fishers and the monastery of Hawnby. 

X A South-countryman who was brought to York by archbishop Kempe, and 
preferred by him in the Minuter. On Nov. 20th, 1441, he was collated to the 
prebend of North Muskham at Southwell, resigning the mastership of St. John's hos- 
pital at Ripon. (Reg. Kempe, 47 b.) On April 4th, 1445, he was instituted to the 
rectory of Goldesburgh, which he resigned in November (Keg. archid. Richmond, 
6 b.), and, on the following day, ho gave up the rectory of How ton near Newark. 
(Reg. Kempe, 403 a.) He resigned his stall at Southwell in the same year; and, in 
the month of December, was collated to the prebend of Langtoft at York. (Reg. 
Kempe, 56 a.) On Feb. 20, 1449-50, he was collated to tho prebend of Strensall in 
the same church. (Ibid. 68 a.) On Oct. 10th, 1155, he was made official of the 
court of York; and, on July 25th, 1459, be was appointed treasurer of the Minster. 
(Reg. W. Booth, 49a.) On July 18th, 1465, he was made prebendary of Sharow 
at Ripon. (Reg. Neville, i. 1-2.) This ho hold till he died, and he was a residen- 
tiary of that church, as he was at York. 

I find a John Pakenham holding preferment elsewhere. On Sep. 20. 1452, he 
was collated to the stall of Willeadon at London; this he resigned in 1459, together 
with the archdeaconry of Winchester. (Lo Neve, i. 26 ; ii. 451.) On Apr. llth, 
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merito, eccl. metropoliticae Beati Petri Ebor. thcsaurarius et 
canonicus residentiarius. Sep. in quocumquc loco competent!, 
ubi me, Deo jubente, continget in fatum aeccderc ; dumtamen 
locus ille ultra decern miliaria non distat ab Eboraco.

1456, John Pakenham was admitted to the vicarage of Clavering-eum-Langley in 
the diocese of London, but was deprived in the course of the next year. (Newcourt, 
U. 155.) In 1459, Oct. 31st, he was instituted to the rectory of Tichmarsh, Northants, 
on the presentation of Hugh Pakenham, which be held till 1465. (Bridges'' Northants, 
ii. 385.) In 1460 he resigned the rectory of Lidiard Milicent in Wiltshire. 

John Pakenham died on Oct. 11th, 1477, and was buried in the nave of York 
Minster under "a blue marble stone, about four yards long, having the four Evan, 
gelists in as many caterfoyls at corners. In the midst this esoocheon quartered, viz: 
1st and last, gules and or, in the first quarter a cressant arg. 2nd and 3rd, threo 
cronells (of a spear) sable. Above it, a square plate bearing the inscription." (Torre s 
York Minster, MS. 171.) Pakenham was a benefactor to the Minster, giving to it, 
in particular, several pieces of hangings on which his arms were embroidered. 
(Fabric Rolls. 227-8, 231, 306. The Plumpton Correspondence. 261-2.) His will 
exhibits the painful spectacle of a man perplexed and overborne with debt. 

In the Plumpton Correspondence (14-15) there is a letter from Hugh 'Pakenham 
to Sir William Plumpton, dated at London on June 21st, 1465, in which he mentions 
his brother the treasurer of York, and says that "your dayly bede- woman, my 
buswif, desired she may humblie be recommended to your most loving mastership, 
and to signifie how God bred her to be delivered of her son Nicholas on Tewsday the 
4 of this month, and how that on Saturday last was my daughter Agnes accepted 
into the habitt of St. Dominike ordre att Dertford." 

It seems probable that the brothers were members of a Kent family, and that they 
were connected with archbiahnp Kempe. A Hugh Pakenham was sometime prebendary 
of Langtoft at York, and South Muskham at .Southwell, as well as rector of Hethara. 
If he is identical with the writer of the above-mentioned letter, it is evident that 
archbishop Kempe had bestowed some of his preferment upon a layman. This is the 
person who in 1411 occurs as an officer of that primate at Ripon, and was concerned 
in gathering the tolls when some disturbance was expected from the lads of Knares- 
borough forest. He prevented any serious riot by garrisoning the town with 200 
men from Hexhamshire, rough and wild fellows, who went " robling up the said 
towne and downe, saying, * Would God these knaves and lads of the forest would 
come hidcr that we might have a faire day upon them.*" (Preface to the Plumpton 
Correspondence, lv.)

Andrew (Fabric Rolls, 3'>1), and was a native of the village of Abberbury in Oxford* 
shire. (Nichols's Leicestershire, i. 331.) He went to Winchester School, and was 
admitted a scholar of New College, Oxford, in 1419, where he afterwards became 
fellow. He was chancellor of archbishop Chicheley, and one of his executors; and 
in 1440 he was prolocutor of the synod at London, and the king gave to him and 
others the custody of the alien Priories belonging to the Crown. (Hist. Univ. Oxford, 
iv. 2(55.) He was the first warden of All Souls, Oxford, from 1437 to 1442, a college 
of whi<*h Chicheley was the founder. (Le Neve, iii. 539.) 

On Feb. 18, 1482, Andrew was instituted, on the king's presentation, to tho 3rd 
portion of tho church of Waddesdon, eo. Bucks. (MSS. Harl. 6952, Ixix a. Lips, 
combe's Bucks, i. 5U5.) He resigned it in 1451. On Feb. 20th, 1433, he was 
ordained priest. (MSS. Harl. 6952, Ixxiii a.) On July 24th, 1438, he was made 
rector of St Vedast, alias Foster, in the diocese of London, which he resigned in 1440. 
(Nowcourt, i. 565.) On Oct. 28th, 1441, he became archdeacon of Salisbury 
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vertens quam fragilis sit vita bominis, quodque, secundum 
Augustinum, nil aliud est tempus vitce prcesentis quam cursus ad 
mortem; volensque provide, Deo auctore, dum vita comes est, 
voluntatis meae ultimas testationem facere; ac ejusdem, circa 
temporalia qua? michi largissime Altissimi bonitas contulit, mode- 
ramina declarare, quod, Ejus gratia, de Cujus munere sunt, annu- 
ente, ad vitam aeternam utrumque michi prodesse valeant:

resigning that office in July, 1444. (Le Neve, ii. 625.) On May 9th, 1448, he was 
made master of Piriho chapel, Northants. (MSS. Harl. 6952, Ixxviift. Bridges 's 
Northants, ii. 473.) In 1447 he wai archdeacon of Bucks. (Le Neve, ii. 69.) On Dec. 
1st, 1450, he was adm. to the fifth prebend at Leicester; and to the tint on Doc. 20th, 
1472. (Nichols's Leicestershire, i. 338.) In 1451 he was installed prebendary of 
Windsor. (Le Neve, iii. 3S~.) From 1466 until his death, Andrew hold the living 
of Woodston. (MSS. Harl. 6952, xcviift.) On April 20th. 1469, he was admitted 
into the fraternity of Sion college, being the first warden. (Collect. Curiosa, ii. 271.) 

In the diocese of York Andrew held several pieces of preferment. On Nov. 29th, 
1445, archbishop Kempe collated him to the stall of Wartbill at York. (Reg. Kempe, 
56 b.) This he gave up when he was collated to the prebend of North Newbald on 
August 19th, 1449. (Ibid. 66 A.) On July 28th, 1461, he exchanged his prebend 
of Fontenell at ShafUbury witfi Andrew Holes, for one of tho stalls of Oxton-cum- 
Crophill at Southwell. (Reg. Will. Booth, 53 a.) This he resigned on Nov. 10th, 
1476, receiving a retiring ponsion of 20 marks per ann. Thrice— on June 8th, 1465; 
March 2nd, 1474-5; and June 8th, 1475. he was made vicar-general. 

In 1451 William Keller, dean of York, died, and Andrew was forced upon the 
chapter as his successor. That body selected their treasurer John Berningham, and 
a long and painful struggle ensued, which resulted in the Minster being put under 
an interdict. Thomas Uaaooigne boldly charges Andrew with carrying his point by 
bribery, but he was not formally installed as dean until the 1st of June, 1454. An 
account of the affair is to be found in the appendix to Hearne's edition of Walter of 
Heminghurgh, ii. 522. Andrew held the office of dean for many yean, and resigned 
it shortly before his death on July 8th, 1477. 

In 1443 Andrew was made secretary to Henry VI. I say nothing here of the 
many services that he rendered to the state, or of the embassies on which he was 
sent. 

He was a great benefactor to 
the Minster, although he was frequently non-resident He gave 100 marks towards 
the battlement of the choir (Fabric Rolls, 80), and a cope of tissue with a figure of 
St. Peter in le moyce " to the treasury.

Thomas Frost made his will at Beverley 
on August 6th, 1421, in which be styles himself sometime son and heir of Walter 
Frost of Hull. To be buried in the chapel of the Virgin at Beverley, in the north 
aisle, before St. Michael s alter, near Thomas Frost my late uncle. To my son, 
Thomas Frost, the Portiphor which I carry in my hand. To my dau. Margaret, 40/. 
towards her marriage. To my dau. Joan, 45 marks for the same purpose. If they 
die, this money to be spent at Hull and Beverley for the souls of Walter Frost my 
father, Ellen my mother, William Kelk, sen., John Leveraigge, and Katharine my 
wife. To Katharine, my wife, all thejoralia in my house at Beverley, save a drinking 
horn adorned with silver and gilt, the armour belonging to my body, a jack of defence 
covered with black worsted, six silver pieces with covers marked with trefoils, a 
Missal, a Portiphor of the York use in two volumes, a chalice with a patten of silver 
and gilt, two silver-gilt phials, a vestment of russet damask with two pieces of the 
same suit, a frontell with corporax, a super-altar, a silver bell, and everything 
belonging to the said portable altar; all which things are to go to my son, Walter 
Frost, when of age. John my son. My dau. Ellen, a nun at Nuncotom. In the 
entail are mentioned my brother Walter Frost, my sister Elix. Pund of Hull, Henry 
son of Robert Morton of Bawtry, and Katharine my sister, Wm. Leeds, son of Joan 
mj sister. (Reg. Bowet, i. 384-5.) 

Walter Frost of Hull, gentleman (brother of Thomas Frost), made his will on the 
feast of the Conception of the Virgin, 1425, desiring to be buried in the chapel of the 
Virgin, near the tomb of Walter, his father.

And now let hie say something about the Ciarells, 
an old Yorkshire family of repute and wealth. A very nice account of them is given 
by Mr. Hunter, but additions can be made to it. 

On August 18, 1349, Robert Manger of Darfield, and William de Thorner, were 
empowered to administer to the effects of Robert Clarell of Ad wick. (Reg. Zouche, 
3 57 1.) 

On Oct. 8. 1349, tho will of Robert Clarell was proved, and adm. was granted to 
Sir Thomas Clarell, knt. his executor. (Ibid. 338 b.) 

Nov. 20, 1441, Thomas Clarell. sen. (The grandfather of lady Fitzwilliam.) To 
l>e buried in the Friary-church at Tickbill. Maid my wife, John and Robert Clarell 
my sons, Thomas Clarell vicar of Leeds, Richard Bete rector of S meat on, and Win. 
Arrow-smith chaplain, ex re . and residuary legatees. Dated at Aldwark. Pr. June 20, 
1412. (Reg. Test. ii. 396.) 

Tho vicar of Leeds was probably a younger brother or a son of this Thomas Clarell. 
On Dec. 19. 1425, he was instituted to the rectory of K el ham, Notts, on the presen- 
tation of Wei beck abbey. (Reg. Kcmpe, 338 a.) This he exchanged with Mr. James 
Baguley for the vicarage of Leeds, to which he was instituted Nov. 8, 1430. (Ibid. 
353 6.) He died vicar of Leeds in 1469. He founded a chantry in that church at 
St. Catherine's altar. (Reg. Rotherham, 125 4.) 

Thomas Clarell, the testator of 14*1, married Maude Montgomery. On March 17, 
1456-7, John Clarell, esq. of Marshburgh hall. adm. to the eff ete of Matilda Clarell 
of Aldwark, who had died intestate. (Reg. Will. Booth, 268 4.) This John Clarell 
was her only surviving son, Thomas and Robert having predeceased her. 

Robert Clarell made a short will on the Sunday before the fea>t of St. Augustine 
th« Doctor, 1446, desiring to be buried in the Friary-church near Tickbill, and 
leaving almost everything to Matilda his mother. He gives his horse, saddle and 
bridle, boots, spurs and sword, and 40*. for his mortuary. Pr. Oct. 17, 1446. (Reg. 
Kempc, 1m5 a.) 

July 15, 1450, adm. of Thomas Clarell of Aldwark, jun.. granted to Matilda his 
mother. <Reg. Test. ii. 210 A.) 

Among the documents at the end of the volume, is a notice of a clandestine 
marriage which was celebrated in 1425-6, between William (.tascoignc, esq. and 
•Margaret, dau. of Thomas Clarell, esq. sen.

Guy my son and heir, and Elizabeth and Joan 
Forster, my daughters, ex r *. William Perle prior of Kirkham, and Richard York 
alderman of York, supervisors. Pr. 24 May, 1484. (Reg. Test. v. 245 6.) I can say 
more about this family. 

** These persons were clients of the primate. Alcock and Gisburo were canons of 
York; Rookshaw, also, was connected with the Minster, and I shall speak of him 
afterwards and of his friendship with the poet Skelton ; of the rest, the greater part were 
retainers of the archbishop; Merler's will occurs very soon; and Batemanson, if I 
mistake not, belonged to a family which was long settled at a little place called 
Broom, near Durham. The archbishop mentions two kinsmen of his own, Ralph and 
Thomas Booth. 

Ralph Booth, a nephew of the archbishop, was a son of Roger Booth, esq. of 
Mollington, and was brother of John Booth, canon of York. (Ormerod's Cheshire, ii. 
206.) On Feb. 14, 1477-8, his uncle collated bim to the archdeaconry of York. 
(Reg. Laur. Booth, 4 b.) Between 1479 and 1497 he was master of Kepyer Hospital 
near Durham. (Surtees, iv. pt. ii., 65.) On Sept. 30, 1491, he was made temporal 
chancellor of Durham by patent, and Henry VII. appointed him again. (MS.S. 
Surtees ) From 1463 till the time of his death, ho was archdeacon of Durham. ( Le 
Neve, iia. 304, etc.) He diel at Kepyer Hospital in February. Hl'6-7, and a some- 
what touching account of hi* end is gi»cn in the appendix to the Three Historians of

Nov. 28, 1479, Isabell Grymston,* late the wiffe of Thomas 

Durham, ccclxxxvii-viii. Thomas Swallwell, a monk of Durham, took from tho 
bands of the dying archdeacon two silver seals belonging to the bishop, and promised, 
at his request, that when he offered up the seals at St. Cuthberfs altar in the Priory- 
church, he would recite five Paternosters and the Angelic Salutation to God and 
the patron Saint of the church in behalf of his dying friend, and hie benefactor, John 
Sherwood, who then was sitting in St. Cuthbert's chair. 

Thomas Booth roust also hare been a kinsman of the archbishop, but in what 
degree I know not. On July 20th, 1457, he was collated to the stall at St. Martin's 
altar in Beverley Minster. (Reg. Geo. Neville, i. 42 b ) This he resigned in 1466-7. 
On Apr. 17, 1462, he was ordained subdeacon, being then rector of Halsbam. (Ibid ) 
On May 29th, 1463, he was collated to the stall of Nuuwick at Ripon. (Ibid. i. 56 a.) 
On June 16, 1477, he. being a bachelor in decrees, was collated to the rectory of 
Carlton in Lindrick. (Reg. Laur. Booth, 43 b.) The same prelate collated him on 
Feb. 14, 1477-8, to the stall of Ampleford at York. (Ibid. 5a ) 

* The widow of Thomas Grimston of Plinton in Holderness, who, by will dated 
Sept. 24, 1479, desired to be buried in the church of Humbleton. To Alice, bis 
daughter, he gave 20/. To John, his son, 10 marks. To Thomas, his illegitimate son, 
40*. He directs an estate to be made for bis wife out of lands in South-Dalton, Be*, 
wick, Kiblingcotes, Owstwick, Tunstall, and Thorne. His wife is residuary legatee 
and executrix. Pr. Oct. 26, 1479. (Reg. Test. v. 157 a, 6.) 

And now for a brief account of two or three generations of the very ancient family 
of Grimston of Grimston-garth, of which the testator, Thomas Grimston, was a mem- 
ber. This will aet the pedigree on a proper footing. 

I believe the testator to have been a younger son of Thomas Grimston of Grimston, 
esq. On May 24th, 1453, and on the same day in the following year, Thomas 
Grimston and Alice his wife had an oratory allowed to them at Grimston. (Reg. Will. 
Booth, 382 b, 390 b.) On June 5th, 1462, the adm. of the effects of Thomas Grim- 
ston of Grimston. esq., waa granted to Alice his widow, Walter, William, and Thomas 
Grimston, and Thomas Gorton. (Reg. Test. ii. 466 b.) 

Of his sons, William seems to have lived at Beverley ; Thomas at Flinton ; and 
Walter was the son and heir. He married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Portington 
of Portington, knt. (Teat. Ebor. ii. 212), and to them Thomas Grimston, their father, 
granted, in the 18tb of Henry VI. (1439, or 1440), the manor of Goodmanham. (Viait. 
of 1585.) They had two aons, perhaps three. 

Thomas Grimston, esq., waa the eldest. He married Elisabeth, dau. of (Thomas ?) 
Newark of Dal ton, esq. On Sept. 20, 1481, an oratory was granted to Thomas 
Grimston and Elizabeth his wife, and Thomas Newark ond his wife, for four years, in 
the chapel within the manor-house of Flinton. (Reg. Rotherham. 204 a.) Thomas 
Grimston, esq., had a brother Nicholas who was instituted on Jan. 13, 1480-1, at the 
presentation of his father, to the rectory of Goodmanham, then vacant by the resigna- 
tion of John Grimston. (Reg. Rotherham, 6 a.) Nicholas Grimston, rector of Good- 
manham, mode bis will on Jan. 7, 1485-6, desiring to be buried in the churchyard of 
8t. Peter at Humbleton. He mentions Margaret Grimston and Elizabeth Grimston, 
jun., and the sons of Thomas, his brother. He makes his brother Thomas Grimston 
and John Grimston, rector of Laceby, his executors. Pr. Jan. 21. (Reg. Test. v. 
272 a.) This John Grimston, who was rector of Laceby in Lincolnshire, may have 
been a brother of Nicholas ; or perhaps, a cousin, the son of Thomas Grimston of 
Flinton, who died in 1479. He is probably the same person who waa instituted on 
Apr. 24th, 1473, on the presentation of Walter Grimaton, esq , to the rectory of 
Goodmanham, then vacant by the resignation of his cousin Thomas Portington, after- 
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Grymston of Flynton, gentilman. To be beryd in the parish 
kirk of Hombleton. I wytt my best beyst by the name of my 
mortuary. To our iiij moder kirkis iiij 8. 'I'o William, my son, 
a gold ryng, and my husband best gown. To John, my son, all 
the lyvclod that shuld com to me of my moders, if so be my gyfl 
may stand, except the lyvclod that is in Garton; thewhilk I will 
that Elis Colynson have,and it be not in tale. To John, my son, my 

wards treasurer of York. (Reg. Geo. Neville, i. 156 6.) He gave up the living in 
1480-1, when Nicholas Grimston succeeded him. 

William Grimston, another brother, I believe, of Thomas and Nicholas Grimston, 
made his wiil Jan. 12, 15*27-8 desiring to be buried in the choir at Garton, in which 
parish he lived. To John, Eleanor, Elizabeth, and Alice, the children of Thomas 
Grimston, his brother, he leaves forty marks towards their marriages. He gives the 
residue of his estate to Joan his wife, and Walter Grimston, son of his brother Thomas, 
who are his executors. Pr. 7 Apr. 1528. (Reg. Test. ix. 391 « ) 

Thomas Grimston, esq., son <»f Walter Grimston, married, as I have said, Eliza- 
beth Newark. On Dee. 8, 1506, he desired by will to be buried in Uie choir of St. 
Michael at Garton. He left to the church a pair of organs and a book called a Cow- 
eher. The residue is bequeathed to Elizabeth, his wife, and executrix. Henry 
Grimston, rector of Good man ham, (his son) is a witness. Pr. March 6, 1508-9. 
(Reg. Test. viii. 5 a.) His widow did not survive him long. On April 25th, 1515, 
she made her will, being then resident at Grimston garth, requesting to be buried 
in the choir of St. Michael at Garton; no doubt beside her husband. She mentions 
several of the lights in the church, one of which, very appropriately for a country 
village, was called the plough light. The residue is giveu to Henry Grimston, clerk, 
and William Grimston, gin., her sons and executors. Pr. 3rd June. (Reg. Test. ix. 
13.) Thomas and Elizabeth Grimston had many children. I shall speak about 
several of them. 

Walter Grimston, esq., was their eldest son, from whom the present Mr. Grim, 
ston of Grimston-garth is lineally descended. 

John Grimston, another son, is said, in the Visitation of 1585, to have married an 
Eure. He makes his will July 6th, 1534, styling himself of Aldbrough, gentleman, 
desiring to be buried in the church of St. Michael at Garton. To my brother Walter 
two marks. To my nephew Thomas Grimston my beat filly sUg. To Thomas and 
William Grimston, my nephew's sons, a colt stag each. To George Gower a colt stag. 
A prirat is to sing a year for him aud his wife at Garton, and to have 4/. Martin, 
John, and Christopher, his sons, to have his years at Naville. Chr., John, Margaret, 
Ellen, and Elizabeth, his children, executors and residuary legatees. Pr. July 30th. 
(Keg. Test. ix. 119 a.) 

Gerard Grimston of Roos may have been another brother. On August 12th, 
1516, he desires to be interred in the chancel at Roos. To his sister Alice Bigod he 
leaves one of the zones which belonged to his wife The rest is given to his two 
younger brothers, his executors. Pr. Nov. 14. (Reg. Test. ix. 53 b.) Alice Bigod is 
mentioned below. I believe her to have been the wife of Edmund Bigod of Skaggk- 
thorpe in the parish of Settrington. 

Henry Grimston. clerk, was another brother. On April 21st, 1491, he was insti- 
tuted to the rectory of Cowlam on the presentation of Thomas Grimston, esq. (Reg. 
Kotherham, 150 a.) Subsequently, he became rector of Goodmanham. On July 5th, 
1522, he made his will, desiring to be buried in the choir of the church of All Saints 
at Goodmanham. To the chureh he loft 40#.. a silver dish to make a pix, his " leri- 
pipum '* to make corporax clothes of. To Elizal>eth Grimston, daughter of Walter 
Grimston, esq., he gives 13/. 6«. 80*. To Edmund Bigod and Alice his wife some 
sheep and 46*. 8c/. which they owe him. To Walter Grimston, and Thomas bis son, 
and their heirs, he leaves bis silver " massa " and a silver salt. To Henry Grimston 
10/. To Klizabeth, daughter of John Grimston, 40*. The rest is bequeathed to 
Walter Grimston, esq., his executor Pr. Sept. 14. (Reg Wolsey, 155 6.) 
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mascr, my husband syde violet gown, a gold ryng, my best sylver 
sponc, aad xs. nobill, and a payrof bedis of corall and calsedones 
of x and ij gawdes. To my doughter, Elis Gryraston, my furd 
gown, a rede girdiil harnest with silver and gilted, my biak gir- 
diil silver harnest, and the half of corall bedis, a gold ryng, and a 
purs of cloth of gold.

To 
Thomas, that was my husband's son, xl s. in money, and certan 
goodes that he hath that was my moder's in law, that my husband 
shuld have had, w* sex silver spones, and coveryng of a pece that 
my brothre William hath ; and a grein gown that was my hus- 
band's. The residcw to William Grymston, my brother-in-law, 
of Beverlay, Thomas Gower of Garton, to my brother William 
Hesilwod,and to Thomas that was my husband son, by the oversight 
of my brother, Walter Grymston. Witness Sir John Qwynton, 
vicar of Hombleton.

t This college was founded, I believe, in 1412, by Ralph earl of Westmorland and 
marshal of England, and Joan his illustrious consort, to support a chaplain who was 
to be called master or warden, eight chaplains, four secular clerks, six esquires, six 
valets, and six poor persons. (Reg. Bo wet, ii. 32, etc.) 

There is very little known about this foundation, which did not survive the destruc- 
tion of the monasteries. On Jan. 5. 1537-8 , 1 find Edmund Nattrace, S. T. P., war-

his life. (Orig. at Belvoir castle.) To this document the seal of the college is attached, 
and I am not aware that there is any other impression of it in existence. It is oval. 
Within a tabernacle the Virgin and Child are represented sitting. An old man, 
probably the earl, is on bis knees before them. In the corner are a king and a bishop. 
Above all, the Deity is depicted, looking down from a cloud. Below the tabernacle 
are the arms of Neville, supported in the most beautiful manner by two greyhounds, 
the heads of which are hidden under the flat base of the tabernacle above them. 
The inscription is injured. 

A more beautiful specimen of sigillary art it is difficult to conceive. The great earl 
seem to have been passionately fond of greyhounds. The skull of one was found, when 
his tomb was opened in Staindrop church, resting beside his lord.

This is the entent and testament of me William Scargill f of

On Sept. 28th, 1381, archbishop Neville granted permission to the Prior-provin- 
cial and the brethren of the Augu«tinian Hermits to erect a residence in Bernard 
castle, Thomas de Beauchamp earl of Warwick having given them a site.

Neville ) Some remains of this house still exist at Bernard castle.

On Oct. 20th, 1446, William Scargill, esq. was made seneschal of the manors of 
Sherburn, Otley, and Cawood, and an attorney of the archbishop.

On Jan. 20th, 1448-9, William Scargill, esq., senior, founds a chantry for two 
chaplain* at the altar of the Holy Trinity in tho parish church of Whitkirk, for the 
souls of himself, Constance his wife, and William his son. lie gives it a Missal 
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Lede, squyre, made the xj daye of the moneth of August, the 
yere of oure Lord God M.cccc.lxxx. First, that I and my wife 
nave raaide feoffis, that if eny case of deth happen to us, that then 
the saide feoffis to gedir and to take the profcttes of thies landes 
they er infeoffed in, to help and to marye my dough ters Jane and 
Sibill, and to help and purchase x marces worth of lyvelode to 
my son John ; or ellis to marye hym till a woman of livelod to his 
degre. And, as for Jane, she is in certan what that she shal have, 
that is vij" marc and x marcs; of the whilk money ther is in 
my fader is handes iiij" marcs; and x marcs that my fader pro- 
myscd hym self; the remanent my wyfe to make, and she fyve 
and be then uppon lyfe. If she decesse, as God forbid, then it to 
be taken of oure livelode by oure saide feoffis. Also, as for the 
Lede milne, ther is an indenture betwene me and my fader, that 
John my son shall have it the terme of his life; notw'stondyng it 
is my will that he have his fynding w l my wife ; and then he to 
have it the terme of hislyve. Also I will, and my fader and my 
modcr will suffer it, that Rodston goo to the same entent. I 
beseke thame at the reverence of God, and for the love that they 
have unto me, that it may goo to the same entent. And then, 
after that, at what tyme as my wife rcrjuiris oure saide feoffis to 
make hir astate, they then to make hir astate, terme of hir life: 
reversion to William Scargill my son and his heires: And, for 
defaute of heires, — to the heires of my body; and, for defaute, to 
revert to the right heires of my fader. Provided alweys, that if 
God fortune me to cum agayne, they then, at what tyme that 1 
require them, then to make me and my wife astate juntely, if we 
require it. Also I gyff my wife all myn othre gudes, to succour 
hir and hir childre with, and to paye my dettis. Also I ordeign 
Margarett my wife to be myn executricc.

The will of the grandfather of the testator, Sir Alexander Neville, is given in Teat. 
Ebor. ii. 207-9. 

His father, William Neville, esq., made his will Jan. 2nd, 1468-9, desiring to be 
buried in the choir of the church of St. Mary the elder, York, (where his father was 
interred.) He directs his moveable goods and debts to be divided into three parts, 
"secundum usum et patriss modum." Of these, one is to be spent in pious uses, a 
portion being the outlay of 13/. 6*. M. on the day of his interment. The second is to 
go to Joan his wife. The third to his two sons and two daughters, of whom Geoffrey, 
the younger, is to have an annual rent-charge for life of ten marks on the testator's 
lands, etc., at Kirkby-super-Moram ; and Ralph, the elder of the two, to have a

similar rent-charge on the same place. Either daughter is to have 401. towards her 
marriage. Joan his wife, William Neville his son and heir, Thomas Convert, and John 
Gisburgh, clerk, are made executor*. Pr. March 17. (Reg. Test. iv. 130-1.) 

On July 20th, 1479, the adm. of Joan Neville of York was granted to John Glatjn 
alderman of York and Joan his wife. (Reg. Test. v. 143 a.) This was, possibly, the 
widow of the last mentioned gentleman. 

The testator, after he made his will and before his death, is said to have been 
knighted at Hutton-Moor by Richard duke of Gloucester in 1482. (Surtees, iv. 163.) 
It is evident that this was the case, as, on Oct. 24th, 2nd Kic. III. there is an order 
from that king for the officers, etc., of Thomtonbridge, Cundall, Letby, Norton, Kirkby- 
super-Moram, Humborton, ( ?) and 8ypton ( ?) within the county of York, and of the 
lordship of Carlbury, and Uinaby and Ingleton in the bishoprick of Durham, to pay 
their rents to dame Alice Neville for her life. (MSS. Harl. cccc.xxxiii. 193.) 

* The founder of the family of Witham of Cliffc, and Lartington in the North 
Riding of Yorkshire. He is said to have bee* a son of Robert Witham of Grantham, 
but, as to the truth of this statement, some further evidence is required. He comes 
before us, however, as the novus homo of a good old Yorkshire house, and it was 
through his influence and industry that its wealth and position were mainly secured. 
Witham was probably connected in early life with the family of Neville, and he was 
executor of the earl of Salisbury and his son the king-maker. (Test. Ebor. ii. 240, 
246.) On March 16th, 1471*2, ho was made a commissioner to treat with Scotland. 
(Focd. xi. 748.) He was also concerned with the affairs of that country in 1473. 
(Ibid. 776, 786.) Witkam's connection with the dominant family of the day made 
him employed more or less in public duties, and it will be found that he had fast 
friends in the lords Salisbury and Warwick, and in Richard duke of Gloucester, after- 
wards Richard III. From the windows of his hall at Cornburgh, he could look up 
to the stately towers of Sheriffhutton castle, which almost overshadowed his humbler 
residence. He was thus in constant connexion with one of the principal residences 
of the noble house of Neville, which had befriended him for so many years, and which 
be had served so faithfully and so well. 

The chief distinction of Witham 'a life was his holding the office of Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. He was thrice appointed to it by letters patent : 1st in 32nd Henry 
VI ; again in 34th Henry VI; and, lastly, in the 4th of Edward IV. On the second 
occasion ho was appointed for life. (Cal. Rot. Pat. 296, 297, 307.) He would acquire 
this honour through the influence of the Nevilles. 

t In a chantry-chapel in the north aisle of the church of Sheriffhutton, lies a blue 
marble slab with four small tablets for brasses, which have now disappeared. In the 
centre is the following inscription on a brass plate:

From 1454 to 1457 he held tbe stall of 
Coringham in the name church (Ibid. 135), and, on April 29th, 1457, be was insti- 
tuted to that of Stoke, which he held till 1459. (Reg. Will. Booth, 82 b.) On July 
13th, 1454, be was admitted to tbe rectory of St. Michael, Cornbill, holding it until 
ho died; and, in 1448, be was dean of the Peculiars. (Newcourt, i. 482, 443.) On 
Sept. 11, 1458, he became archdeacon of Leicester, and acted as such until he died. 
(Le Neve, ii. 61.) From 1460 to 1464 he was prebendary of Nortb-Kelsey at 
Lincoln. (Ibid. 158.) On May 28th, 1466, he was instituted to the living of Castre, 
Northaots, resigning it in August. (MSS. Harl. 6952, 90 6.) In 1469 he became 
dean of Wells; and dying on July 16th, 1472, was buried in that cathedral. (Le 
Neve, i. 152.) He was also dean of Leicester, and his epitaph is given in Nichols's 
Leicestershire, i. 332.

Sir John was high .sheriff of Yorkshire in 1455 and 1461, and M.P. for Yorkshire 
29th Henry VI. By Alice, daughter of Sir William Qascoigne, of Gawthorpe, he left 
a numerous family. He was chief-steward of the manor of Wakefield, and died at 
Sandal castle on the morrow of the feast of St. Basil. 1482. His corpse was carried 
through Wakefield, and was sumptuously interred at Thornhill. (Hunter's Notices of 
Lupaet, etc., 17.) 

On July 3rd, 1482, William bishop of Dromore was commissioned to veil Alice 
widow of Sir John Saville. ( Reg. Rotherham, 23 b.) On Jan. 14, 1493-4, Sir John 
Waterton, knt., administered to the effects of lady Saville and Elizabeth widow of 
Thomas Saville (Ibid. 361 b.) 

Sir John Saville in his will, in addition to the extracts that I have given, makes 
the following disposition of his estates. To Alice, his wife, his capital messuage of 
Coldby, etc., in the Isle of Axholme, and his lands at Estrington and Thurlestone in 
the parish of Penistone ; and, for her life, the manor and lands of Thornhill, and 
lands, etc., in Ovenden, Wadsworth and Skircotea, which Sir William Qascoigne and 
others gave them on July 1st, 28th Henry VI. To Henry, Richard, and Nicholas, 
his sons, each an annual rent-charge of 4/. out of the manor of Hunsworth. His 
feoffees to make over to William Saville, his son, half of the manor of Hunsworth, to 
him and hU heirs male — remainder to Thomas Saville his brother and his heirs male- 
remainder to testator's right heirs. The other moiety to go to Thomas, the testator** son 
and his heirs male; failing them, to William his brother and his heirs male; and, 
(ailing them, to the testator's right heirs. 
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xx marcas. Thomae Savile,* filio moo, xx marcas. Henrico 
Saviie,f filio meo, xl s. . Ricardo Savile, filio meo, xl s. Nicholao 
Savile, filio meo, xl a.

1422, Thomas Fitzwilliam, scholar, had a dispensation, having been born oat of wed- 
lock. Martin Vth. gave him it at Rome on the nones of January, anno quinto. 
(Reg. Bowet, i. 339 6.) On Oct. 4th, 1433. he being a bachelor of laws, was insti- 
tuted to the rectory of Elmley on the presentation of Thomas bishop of Durham, 
Thomas Clarell, and Richard Wentworth, esqrs., and John Melton literate, feoffees of 
the lands of John Fitzwilliam, esq. (Reg. Kempc, 372u.) On Dec. 3rd, 1440, he 
was instituted to the rectory of Sprotburgh, on the resignation of Thomas Ban well, 
having been presented by Sir William tf ascoigne, knt. (Reg. Kempe, 397 o.) On 
Feb. 1, 1456-7, he, being bachelor of laws, was collated to the wardenahip of 
Sibthorpe hospital, co. Notts, Ralph Longley having resigned it. (Reg. Will. Booth, 
85 a.) On Oct 4, 1463, as warden of Sibthorp, he had leave to be absent from synods 
for three years. (Ibid. 102 b.) And, on June 13th, 1479, he bad the like permission 
as rector of Spotburgh. (Reg. Laur. Booth, 95 b.) 

The genealogy of the family is explained in the wills of the Fitzwilliams that I have 
already printed. The preamble of this testament is common to the houses of Aldwark 
and Sprotburgh, and it is probably the composition of the rector. 

* There is no record in the archbishop's register of the foundation of this chantry. 
Mr. Hunter, however, gives a short notice of it from another source. It was at the 
altar of St Nicholas, and was well endowed.

Marie, His moder, by the suffrage of All Seyntes; and my bodye 
to be bcryed in Christen bcriell where as shall please Almighty 
God. Also I will that immediately after my decesse a covable 
and able preste be founden by myn executores of and with my 
gudes, the space of vij yeres, at and w4n the chapell of Norton 
w4n the parish of Campsall w'in the countic of York, there daily 
to pray for me to Almighty God, and for all my gude doers. 

* The bead of a family of great influence in Norfolk and in the West Riding of 
Yorkshire. Sir Hugh was the son of John Hustings of Fen wick by Anne daughter of 
lord Morley, and was a person potent in wealth and position. The chief estates of 
his house were in Norfolk ; but he had broad acres, as it will be seen, in Yorkshire. 
His will was made when bo was netting out on a military expedition into Scotland. 
He came home safe and sound, and died on June 7th, 1489. (Hunter's South York- 
shire, ii. 471.) This document is full of interest On Jan. 3, 1463.4. Sir Hugh was 
allowed to have an oratory for a year. (Reg. Will. Booth, 220 6.) He was high sheriff 
of Yorkshire in 1480. (Drake, 353.) 

According to Tonge (Visitation, 73.) Sir Hugh had a brother of the name of 
Edmund. I presume that this is the Sir Edmund Hastings, knU, who was high-sheriff 
of Yorkshire in 1465, 1471. 1477, and 1484. (Drake's York, 353.) On July 15th, 
1479. archbishop Booth allowed a marriage to be celebrated between Edmund 
Hastings nod Mary widow of Thomas Salvin, who were related in the 3rd and 4th 
degrees. (Reg. Laur. Booth, 101 6.) The lady was a daughter of Ralph lord Grey- 
stock, and was widow of Thomas Salvin, esq., of Newbiggin. Richard III. made 
Hastings guardian of Sal fin's lands and of his son and heir. He also mado him 
steward of the manor and lordship of Pickering and master, forester of the chace 
there, and gave him an annuity of 100 marks. (MSS. Harl. ccccxxxiii, 85, 111, 
829.) 

Another brother, probably, was Sir Roger Hastings who sold the estate of Roxby in 
Cleveland to Sir Roger Choimley, knt. He had previously been in pecuniary diffi- 
culties. (Plumpton Correspondence, cxiii. 267.) On June 26th, 1484, the rector of 
Leckonfield was directed to marry Roger Hastings and Amicia Lewis, domestic 
servants of the earl of Northumberland, in the chapel within the manor of Leckonfield. 
(Reg. Rotherham, 213 a.)

Also, whereby and under the 
grace of God Almighty my wyffe is insantie and grete with 
childe, which Almighty God of his grace shew to be delyvered 
and borne in seaftie, that childe,t under the said mercy go borne, 
I will if it happen to be issue male (to have xx marcs per ann. for 
life) and if it happen to be issue femell (to have ccc marcs for 
marriage). Also 1 will that Anne, my wyfle, have the reule and 
governaunce of my yonger sonnes and of there lyvelod to they 
come to their playne age of xx yerc, and of my doughtcrs un- 
maried to they be purveicd fore ; and in lykcwyse of such issue as 

* It does not appear from the History of Norfolk that these persona obtained the 
living* mentioned so expressly. 

f This child can only hare been Sir Brian Hastings, lent., who was high -sheriff of 
Yorkshire in 1536.7. (Drake, 353.) He is mentioned as a son of Sir Hugh by 
Tonge and Glover, and he is the only son who is not mentioned in his will. Sir 
Brian married Agnes daughter of Thomas Portingtnn, esq., of Barn by Don, by whom 
he had children. On August 2nd, 1537, he made his will, of which I give a full 
copy. 

I, Sir Brian Hastinges, knyght. sherif of Yorke shier, of holl and perfite mynde and 
reason, makes my last will and testament in this forme and manner following^.

•one, trustinge that my said lorde wilbe goode and favorable lorde to my wif and my 
•one, as he has alwais bene to me. The* beinge witnes, Mr. William Hothome, Richarde 
Waite, William Portington, Richarde Danyell prest, and Francys Frobisher. Pr. 8th 
Oct. 1510, and adm. to the exrs. (Reg. Test. xi. 461a.) 

The wife of Sir Brian, Elizabeth, was his second consort, Elizabeth daughter of 
John Leake of Sutton, esq. (Tonge 73.) Francis Frobisher. Sir Brian's son-in-law, 
was, 1 believe, the uncle of the great sea-captain, Sir Martin Frobisher. The lord 
Admiral is a well known personage. 

Sir Brian is tho person who, before he was knighted, bad a vehement quarrel with 
Sir Richard Tempest, which it required all the persuasion of Cardinal Wolscy to assuage, 
for they made use of " each to other stout and despiteful words of defence, the which 
my lord an«l the other gentlemen ha I modi ado to qualify, their malice was so great," 
(Cavendish's Life of Wolscy, ed. 18*25, i. 263.) 
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Almighty God will preserve under his grace to be borne, which 
now she is w'. Also I will that my said feoffes of my landes and 
tenementes in Yorkeshire, duraunte the lyffe of William Eland of 
Kyngeston-uppon-Hull, yerely at such tyme sesonable as the 6aid 
William or eny other uppon his behalve shall requyre theme, for 
the gude and holsom councell in the law that the said William 
hath geven me, and hereafter intendes to doo, as I well knowith 
he dothe, frelv delyver to the said William in seasonable tyme 
yerely a buk in season, at and oute of my parke of Fenwyk. I 
will that the residue of my goodes go to the helpyng, releyffyng, 
succoring, and refresshing 01 my yonger sonnes; and if eny person 
or personnes beyng w* me and doyng me service, havyng my con- 
nysaunce, this saidjorney ayenst the Scottes, be hurted or maymed, 
thainc I will that my said executores relyf and rewarde hyra or 
theym, so hurted or maymed, after there discrecioncs. The which 
executores I ordeign and make Sir Guye Fayrefax knyght, Anne 
my wyffe, John Dawney, John Hothom, and Thomas Midelton 
csquyers, and Sir Thomas Burgh knyght supervisour; and ichon 
taking administracion to have c s. and tlieir resonable costs. And 
this my last will to staunde in his right strenth and vertue. 
This wittennessing Sir Peers Midelton knyght, William Eland 
esquyer, Richard Bosvile, Thomas Abney, John Yoele. This is 
my last will subscribed w l myn hand; I Sir Hugh Hastinges, chr. 
Also I will that Anne my doughter shall have to hir manage 
ccc marcs.

CX. THE WILL OF SIR JOHN CONSTABLE OF HALSHAM, KNT. 

[Reg. Teat. v. 3684.] 

In Dei nomine, amen. Under the proteccion of oure Lord God, 
oure Lady Sancte Marie His moder, and All Sayntes in heven, 
July 7th, 22d Edw. IV. (1482), I Sir John Constable* knyght, 

* There is little known of the testator. His wife was a Mallory, and he made his 
will when starting on an expedition to Scotland from which he returned. The 
pedigrve of the great house of Constable is in a sad state of confusion. I shall endea- 
vour to throw some light upon one or two generations. 

Sir John Constable of Halsham, knt., made his will on Dec. 20th, 1472, " corporis 
oepritudine deprossua." He desires to be buried in Halsham church near the body of 
Lora bia late wife, (a daughter of Henry lord Fitzhugh.) He leaves six marks to 
Stephen Glover to celebrate a year for him at Halsham. The residue to John his 
son and heir : he, Ellen his (the testator's^ relict, and John Dalkyn executors. 

Next follows the settlement of his estate, which is in English. Sir John appoints as 
his feoffees Richard son and heir of Henry lord Fitzhugh, Robert son and heir of

Ralph lord Greystock, Mariori (sic) Melton, William Skip with, lent., Robert Ryther, 
knt., John Melton, esq., William Sproatley rector of Sproatley, John Dalkyn, and 
Robert Ingram of Ottringbam. They are enfeoffed of lands, etc., in West Halaham, 
Dodington, Camerington, Ryehill, Maunby and Thirntoft in Richmondshire ; and 
they are desired to make an estate of 10 marks per ann. for life to Ralph, the testa- 
tor's son, out of Dodington. To William, the testator's son, an estate of 10 marks per 
ann. out of Thirntoft. To daughter Jonett, for her marriage, 500 marks. Dau. 
Margaret, for her marriage, 800 marks. Daughters Joan and Isabel!, each 200 marks 
for their marriages. " If happen tbat Jonett, my dowghter, be made a woman of 
religion, I will that sche have of the said cc marc bott as myche to hir preferryng us 
the said feffes think resinablc.'' Sons Ralph and William minors. " I requyre and 
beseche yow, my said feffea, that ye will se tbat itt be downe and execute to the same 
for the lufe of Jhu, (to) Whos power, helpp, and grace I commend the execucion of 
this my last will. Wrytyn att Burton-Constable, undirthe seale of myn armes, 20th 
May, 1469. " Pr. 18th March, 1472-3, and adm., to John Dalkin ; 24th Apr. adm. to 
John Constable. (Reg. Test. iv. 185, a, b.) 

Sir John Constable, in his will, mentions his wife, Ellen. She was a daughter 
of Sir William Ingleby of Ripley. In 1478 Joan lady lngleby leaves to Anne and 
Isabell Constable and Ellen Thwaites, daughters of dame Ellen Constable her daughter, 
late wife of Sir John Constable of Halaham, knt., the sum of 500/. (See p. 243.) 

On Sir John's death, (the present testator) Ralph Constable, esq., his brother, was 
his heir. Be made his will on March 0th, 1497-8. To be buried in the chapel of St. 
John of Beverley in HaLdiam church. All his vestments of silk and all his arms to John 
bis son. Wife Elizabeth, son John, Thomas Tempest and Thomas Hedon, executors. 
Witness Sir John Hotbam, knt., etc. His feofment is dated on July 12th, 11th Henry 
VII. Sir John Melton, knt., John Skipwith, Edmund Thwaites, and Thomas Strange- 
ways, esq. Thomas Gower and Thomas Hedon, gentlemen, being enfeoffed of lands in 
Burton-Constable, Newton, Marton, Halsbam, etc. Elizabeth his wife is to have 4/. a 
year out of West Halsbam. The executors are to have 36/. a year for ten years out of 
Newton and Burton -Constable to pay his debts and perform his will. (Reg. Test. v. 
512 b.) 

On Nov. 9th, 1501, the Chapter of York desired their suffragan to veil Elizabeth 
widow of Ralph Constable of Burton. (Reg. tede vacante, 502 b.) She is said to have 
been a dnughtcr of . . . Tempest of co. Durham, but the pedigrees of that family do 
not mention her.

J Henry Gillow was one of the natives of Lancashire who came into Yorkshire 
with the archbishops Booth, and benefited largely by the migration. The family of 
Gillow is one of considerable antiquity. From 1466 to 1476 Henry Gillow was 
temporal chancellor of Durham. (MSS. Surtees.) Between 1470 and his death, he 
was rector of Houghton- le-Spring in that diocese (Surtees, i. 157), and, as rector, he 
seems to have given some trouble to the monks of Finchale in demanding tithe for 
coal at Finchale and Rainton. (Finchale Priory, 37-9.) It is possible that he is the 
same person who was presented, on May 21st, 1451, to the rectory of Stock in Pe) ham 
in the diocese of London. (Newcourt, i. 856.) Gillow was also master of Kcpyer 
hospital near Durham, which be resigned in 1479. (8nrtees, iv. part ii. 65.) 

On July 24th, 1476, Gillow was installed prebendary of Tockerington at York, on 
the presentation of archbishop Laurence Booth. (Reg. Cspit. Ehor.1 He exchange! 
this for Fridaythorpe, to which he was collated on* June 11th, 1479. (Reg. Lour. 
Booth, 7 a b.) On March 5th, 1477-8, he was installed eub-dean of York. (Regg. 
Capit. et Laur. Booth, 5 a, etc.) This he held until his death, together with the rectory 
of Gilling, in which he was installed July 13th, 1480. (Reg. udt vacante, 495 a.) 

On Dec. 31st, 1473, Robert Gillow, vicar-choral, was adm. to the chantry at St. 
Stephen's altar in York Minster for the soul of John Alkbarrow. (Reg. Capit.) On 
Sept. 23rd, 1480, Robert Gillow, of the diocese of Durham, was ordained deacon by 
letters dimissory; and priest on 17th March seq. (Reg. Rolherham.) March 12, 
1504-5, Robert us Gillow, preste, vicar-chorall in the cathedrall kirk of York. * To be 
bored in the cathedrall kirk under the gret lantron, afore the qwere dore. To Thomas 
Gillow, my broder son, his wyfe, and his sone Harie 40 s. I bequeth a hert of gold 
to be houngne upon the blak cloth wbiche is drawne at the elevacion t\me at ye 
hyght awter in ye sayd kirke of York. To Sir Thomas Seton my best surples, and 
my best ames hood. To syllyng of the chapell in the Bedderne 3s. 4d. I wyll that 
myne obet be done in the qwer, and the sacristans, emonges theym, to ryng the belles 
solemply. (Reg. Teat. Capit. ii. 41 a.) 

Drake (497) gives the inscription on his tomb, but most incorrectly. 

On May 19th, 1506, Thomas Gillow of Uncleby, desired by will to be buried in the 
church of All Saints at Kirkby Underdale. To his son Thomas Gillow he left his 
sword, helmet, etc. and six cwm and lambs. He mentions Alice, his daughter, and 
makes Isabell, his wifo, ex*. Pr. July 18th. (Reg. Test. vi. 223 6.)

June 16th, 1476 (10), Ralph Gillow was made clerk of the bishop's markets, Soth 
Gillow having bad the same appointment made to him on the preceding day. Bishop 
Booth, like other members of his family, brought whole troops of his Lancashire 
friends and kinsmen to batten on his offices and preferment. The same roll mentions 
some of them. August 6th, anno 12, Henry Radclyffe, our nephew, made sheriff of 
Durham and Sadberge : superseded 14th Nov. anno 14. Sep. 26, anno 17, Henry 
Massy, famulu* no$ter, made keeper of Frank land park. May 20th, anno 19, William

§ I am able to give all the chief facts in tfiis person's life. On Dee. 20th, 1 421 , 
Ranulph Bird of Ripon was ordained acolyte at York ; sub-deacon March 7th ; deacon, 
with a title from the chapter of Ripon, 28th March, 1422 (Reg. Bowet, i.); and priest 
by the bishop of Elpbin, at the church of St. Nicholas in Durham, on March 18th, 
1423-4, by letters dimissory. (Reg. Langley, 289 *.) On April 24th, 1424, he was 
made chaplain to the bishop of Durham within his manor-house at Darlington, wiUi 
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ham, sorori raeae, x marcas. Domino Roberto Morton, capellano, 
celebranti pro anima mea per annum, vij marcas. Residuum 
dispositioni magistri Thorn© Pereson decretorum doctoris, domi- 
norum Willelmi Skelton et Johannis Henryson, capellanorum.

a stipend of 60s. per ann. (Orig. patent in tbe Auditor's office at Durham.) On Nov. 
22nd, 1426, the bishop instituted him to the vicarage of Dinsdale on the Tees, at the 
presentation of the prior and convent of Durham. (Reg. Langley, 294 b.) This he 
exchanged, on 25th April, 1431, for the rector; of Leathley, co. York, which he held 
for two years. (Ibid. 179 o; and Reg. Kempe, 356 6.) On Dec. 27th, 1443, he 
exchanged the rectory of Rolleston, dioc. -Lichfield, for that of Stonegrave iu York- 
shire, which he held till be died; and, on 13 Feb., seq., the archbishop allowed him 
to be absent for three years from his living to study in an English university. (Reg. 
Kempe, 87a.) On Jan. 16th, 1448-9, the primate allowed Bird, who was then his 
domestic chaplain, to use a portable altar. (Ibid. 129 a.) On Feb. 22nd, 1448-9, 
he was made master of St. John's hospital at Ripon, which he resigned for that of 
St. Mary Magdalene in the same church, to which he was collated on June 11th, 
1452. This he held for ten years. (Reg. Kempe, 66 a. Reg. Will. Booth.) 

With the successors of archbishop Kempe at York, Bird was equally in favour. He 
was chaplain of archbishop William Booth. On Oct. 26th, 1457, that prelate gave 
him, "intuitu caritatis," the stall of Northwell at Southwell (Reg. 43a), which he 
resigned, when collated on April 14th, 1462, to a moiety of the prebend of Oxton 
cum Crophill in the same church. (Ibid. 55a.) On Nov. 14th, 1462, he was made 
sacrist of the chapel of the Virgin and the Holy Angels at York ; and this he resigned 
in Sept. 1479. (Ibid. 55 b.) On the 10th of November, 1470, Bird was collated to 
the stall of Fridaythorpe at York; which he gave up when promoted to that of 
Tockerington in the same church on June 11th, 1479. (Reg. Laur. Booth, 7 a.) 

In the diocese of London, Bird found a patron in the bishop, Thomas Kempe, 
nephew of the archbishop of York. He was by him made rector of Wideford on 
April 29th, 1454 (Newcourt, i. 908); rector of ChigweU May 12th, 1460 (Ibid. ii. 
142); and prebendary of St. Pancras at London, May 8th, 1470, which ho gave up 
for tbe stall of Islington, of which he became the tenant on March 31st, 1478. This 
he resigned in 1482. (Ibid. i. 168, 195.) 

Torre says that on the south side of the nave in the minster, " lyes a narrow blue 
stone, about two yards and a half long, rosed at corners, and bad in the midst the 
picture of a clergyman, with certain escrow lea about him bearing these words : 
*' Jesu, fili Dei, miserere tui Ranulphi, 
Dignatus cs nasci, miserere tui Ranulphi." 

Torre supposes that the stone is a memorial of Ranulph Bird. (MS. account of York 
Minster, 147.) This can scarcely be, as Bird desired to be interred close to the door 
of the chapel of the Blessed Virgin and the Holy Angels, which was on the other side 
of the nave. Close to the door of that chapel is the tomb, inserted in the wall, 
ascribed by some to archbishop Roger, but quite incorrectly. May not this be that of 
Bird ? The architecture, till restored, was of his time, and in the centre of the arch 
are two birds. The tomb was opened some time ago, and fragments of vestments were 
discovered, which are said to be of a very early date. This proves nothing, as the 
deceased would not be buried in a new vestment.

unnoticed or divided. 

The testator, and many of his legatees, descend from Christopher Conyers, esq. of 
Hornby in Ricbmondshire. I am indebted to my friend Mr. Hailstone for some 
extracts from his will (hitherto unknown) which I made from a copy of it in his 
possession. 

" I Christofre Conyers, in hale minde. the Wedensday next after feast of St. Hillary 
the yhere 1426 — to be buryed in the kirk of Hornby beside my fader's toumbe, whose 
saule God assoyle ; beseking myn executors that they make nane enterement for me, nor 
other costage hot that is resonable and fitt for to be done upon my berying. To Rlene 
my wife, if she overlyve me, the third part of my godos. To John, my sonne, xl marc. 
100 marc for my saule, in finding of three prests and in alraous dedes. Johan and — 
my daughters. My wife enciente. To my son Thomas and his heirs my purchased 
lands, etc., in Hornby, Brokebolme, North Ottrington, and half of my purchased lands in 
Erythorne, Hunton, Heailton,and Little Crakehall, and the half of my lands in Whitby. 
John, now mine eldest son, under 21. My mother dame Margaret Conyers, John 
Pigot, and Richard Welden, exrs." 

The rector of Rudby was one of the younger children of Christopher Conyers, and 
was amply provided for in his will. He took orders somewhat late in life, and proba- 
bly with a view of being presented to the living of Rudby. On the 20th of Sept. 
1455, Cbr. Conyers of Hornby was made acolyte; subdeacon on 20 Dec., receiving 
bis title from Easby abbey ; deacon on Feb. 21 ; and priest on 18th March, seq., all 
within seven months. (Reg. Will. Booth.) On the last day but one of February, 
1456*7, be was instituted to the rectory of Rudby in Cleveland, on the presentation of 
Sir John Conyers, knt., his brother. This living he held till he died in the autumn of 
1483. (Reg. Will. Booth, 65 6.) In 1469 he was made a brother of the Corpus 
Christi guild at York. (MSS. Lansdowne, cccc.iii, 58 a.) On the 2$rd of November. 
1468, archbishop Neville allowed to Chr. Conyers the use of an oratory for a year. 
(Reg. i. lU7a.) 

The testator was evidently a person of wealth and piety. It will be seen that the 
will of his father proves the affinity of the family of Conyers of Whitby to that of 
Hornby.

He married 
Margery, one of the daughters and coheirs of Philip lord Darcy and Meynill, and died 
on the 14th of March, 1489-90, leaving his grandson William his heir, his son and 
heir John having died previously. Sir John was a partisan of Richard HI. and was 
present at his coronation in Westminster Abbey on the 6th of July, 1483. (Eacerpta 
Historica, 334.)

(Lei. Coll. ii. 601.) Leland calls him James. 

X William Conyers, grandson of Sir John, was found to be his heir at his death 
having been bom on Dec zlsL 1468. (Dugdale's Baronage.) 

He had an elder brother John. On Feb. 17th, 1471-2, Philip " Portuenais 
episcopus " permitted him to contract an alliance with Mary daughter of John lord 
Scrope, although they were related in the 4th degree. This licence was recorded at 
York on the 4th of July. (Reg. Geo. Neville, i. 145 a.) The marriage was never 
consummated, as young Conyers died; and, on the 21st of June, 1479, Julian, 
cardinal-bishop of St. Sabina, allowed the lady to be contracted to William Conyers, 
the brother of John ; and the licence was registered at York on the 24th of Septem- 
ber. (Reg. Laur. Booth, 109 a.) This marriage is quite new to the Conyers pedigree. 
The issue from it is said to have been a daughter. (Coll. Topog. et Geneal. i. 311, 
408.) 

William Conyers' second wife was Anne daughter of Ralph earl of Westmorland; 
and this is the reason why that nobleman was buried at Hornby, dying at his daughter's 
house, broken-hearted at the loss of his son. (I<el. Itin. i. 81 ) Lady Conyers took to her 
second husband Anthony Saltmarsh of Hornby, gen. to whom she had a licence to be 
married in the chapel ofAldwark, April 29, 1525. (Reg. Wolsey, 80.)

Conyers lived long after this, probably to make other wills. He was raised to the 
peerage as lord Conyers of Hornby, and died, after an active life, in the 16th of 
Henry VIII. 

His two sisters Anne and Margery married and had issue by Richard lord Lumley 
and Sir William Bulmer of Wilton.

# Sir Richard Conyers of South Cowton, knight, married Alice Wyclifte. He left 
three cobeireaaca, Margery, the wife of Sir Ralph Bowes of Streatlam; Margaret, the 
wife of Robert Danby, esq. of Yafford, who died on Boaworth field, leaving behind 
him three daughters; and Eleanor, who married Robert Lassells of Sowerby, near 
Thirsk, esq. Sir Richard is buried under an altar tomb at South Cowton, where be 
founded a chantry, he having by will ordered himself to be buried there ; the priest 
was to receive eight marks per annum, and to pray for the founder, Alice, " my now 
wife," etc. His wife was to have the nomination for her life, and, after her, " Sir 
Raufo Bowes, kt, w< h hath marryed my daughter dame Marjory.** (Prom a copy 
of the original at Hornby Castle.) In 1483 Richard III. granted an annuity of 
267. 18*. Ad. to Richard Conyers, esq. (M88. Harl. ccccxxxiii, 537.) 

t Of Hutton-Bonville. He married Margaret, dau. and coheiress of Rowland 
Darcy of H in ton, co. Leicester, and was the founder of a family for a long time 
located at Hutton. I have a pedigree of it, a9 well as of the other lines of Conyers. 

X Of Stokesley. A brother of the testator. See his will in 1497. The testator 
now mentions a few kinsmen who cannot easily be identified, and some of his friends, 
the Thoresbys, Crathornes, Latons of Sexho, and Lindleys of Skutterskelfe. They 
will occur elsewhere. 

The testator is said to have had many other sisters. lie says nothing of Margaret, 
wife of Henry Pudaav of Bolton, esq., who is mentioned by her brother Nicholas in 
1497. 

He had a brother, Brian Conyers, the beginner of a line which settled at Pinchen- 
thorpe in Cleveland, an estate which passed with an heiress, in the sixteenth century, 
to Geoffrey Lee of Delme Magna in Kent, and his descendants. This Brian Conyers, 
ia said by Wriothesley to have married Elizabeth, dau. of Thomas Nelson. 

On Oct. 5, 1478, Brian Conyers of York, merchant, made his will, which was 
proved on the 16th. He desired to be buried in the church of the Blessed Trinity in 
the King's Court. To Margaret (Nelson ?), his mother, he gave 68*. id. The residue 
was left to Elisabeth, his wife, and his children. (Reg. Test. v. 1306.) 

Another brother was Henry, who is said in MSS. Harl. 1540, to have died a. p. 
Possibly he was in orders. I find that Henry Conyers, of Hornby, was made acolyte 
on Dec. 17, 1457; aubdeacon, with a title from Eaaby Abbey, on 1st April; and priest 
on Sep. 23rd, 1468. (Reg Will. Booth.) 

Henry Conyers, the beginner of the line at Holtby, seems to have been an illegi- 
timate son. It is marvellous to see how all the brothers prospered in the world, but 
they were the sons of an illustrious and truly noble house.

I besech yow, as hertily as I can, that if you have any such power 
of our holy fader to grant any such lycence, that then ye will lett the bringer hereof be 
sped thereof, and bee shall content yo r mastersbipp to your pleasure; and if ye have 
noe such power at this tyine, that then ye will wryte to our holy fader to gett such a 
power, and the bringer hereof shall labour therefore with the helpe and favour of yo r 
good mastersbipp. And leely beseech yow to shew yow in this matter good and 
tender roaister w« the mone (?) cannot at th' instance of this my Bpecyall wryteinge.

The name of the man tbat should have this lycence is Thomas Surteys. corned of 
knights and of old ancestrye, and his fader is my sister's sonne. The name of the 
woman is Elizabeth, daughter to S r Christopher Conyers, com men alaoe of old and 
worsbippfull ancestry, and their moder and my wife, whome God rest, were suster 
children, which sisters were daughters to the Lord FiUhuges.

• The series of wills in this volume may terminate, very appropriately, with that of 
the head of the princely house of Percy. My readers will find an account of him in the 
Peerages ; and the document, which is now for the first time printed, is an interesting 
addition to the materials for his life. The great earl died in 1489, and was interred at 
Beverley with sumptuous magnificence. A noble monument still commemorates bim 
at the east end of that beautiful minster. 

The earl was murdered at Cox-lodge, near Thirsk, on the day of St. Vitalis. 1489, 
by a rabble he had affronted by his zeal in pressing the payment of an obnoxious tax. 
The laureate of the day thus commemorated his fall :

Yet while he stode he gave them woundes wyde :

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I now give a list of all the licences and dispensations for mar- 
riage, ana the names of all the widows who took the vow of 
chastity, which appear in the registers of the archbishops of York, 
the bishops of Durham, and the archdeacons of Richmond. They 
arc arranged in chronological order, beginning with the reign of 
Richard II.; prior to which time there are few, if any, to be 
found. This series covers the whole tract of country from the 
H umber to the Tweed, and the information which it affords is 
novel and valuable, not only to the genealogist, but also to the 
ecclesiastical antiquary. A few words on each class of documents 
brought before my readers may be of some use. 

I. Marriage Licences. Marriages usually were celebrated after 
banns in the parish church of one of the two parties. Special 
leave, however, was necessary, if the two persons were to be 
married in a strange church; or if the banns were to be asked 
twice, or only once. Sometimes they were asked thrice on the 
same day, for the sake of expedition. Leave, also, was necessary, 
if the marringe was to take place in a private chapel or oratory. 
In that case, the incumbent of the parish was desired to allow it, 
and the banns were previously asked in the parish church. 

II. Dispensations. If two persons desiring to marry were re- 
lated to each other in the third or fourth degree of consanguinity ; 
if one of the two had been sponsor to the other, or a child of the 
other, they could not marry without a dispensation, and this was 
to be obtained in the pupal court. There were other connections 
also which rendered an alliance unlawful. Supposing that they 
had married in ignorance of the tie between them, the marriage 
was illegal, and the issue of it illegitimate. This also could be 
remedied by an ex post facto dispensation. The dispensation was 
issued on this wise. The p ope, or some member of the Sacred 
College acting in his behalf, listened to the case of the claimant, 
and, if it was proper, granted a dispensation legitimatising the 
marriage, past or future. This document, however, was not a 
final one. It was only to stand good in case that, after due exa- 
mination into the allegations contained in the petition by the 
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bishop or archbishop at home, they were found to be correct, 
and in case that no improper influence had been brought to 
bear upon the woman to compel her to join in the petition. When 
the petitioner or his dispensation reached England, it was pre- 
sented to the prelate; and he, or his deputy, examined into the 
whole matter; and, if the statements of the petitioner were found 
to be correct, the dispensation took effect at once, and was 
entered in the prelate's register, and issued with the addition of 
his formal approval. In this examination the pedigrees of the 
two persons would be produced; and, on one or two occasions, 
they are entered on the register. It appears, also, that forged 
dispensations were sometimes offered and made use of by the 
unwary recipients. In the case of the marriage of Sir Henry 
Scrope and Philippa Ros in 1398, I have printed the papal 
dispensation, and the other formal documents connected with it, 
as a specimen of the class. Occasionally, I believe, English 
bishops had authority from the pope to grant these dispensations 
without an immediate reference to the papal court. Thomas 
Langley, bishop of Durham, was allowed to do so in twelve 
cases. 

III. Vows of Chastity. A lady, after her husband's death, 
was allowed to take the vow of chastity, and she was then called 
a vowess. A kind of investiture took place, generally, I believe, 
during or before the celebration of mass, when the officiator 
gave the vowess a pall or mantle, a veil, and a ring, and she 
then made a vow of chastity in a set form of words. The cele- 
brant was not necessarily a Bishop, but an Abbat or a Prior 
might act in his stead. This vow merely obliged the lady to 
live in chastity. She was not severed from the world, but could 
live in it and make a will, and dispose of her property as she 
chose. We sometimes find that the vowess, for the sake of a 
stricter and a more retired life, took up her abode in or near 
some monastery, particularly a nunnery. She was, however, 
merely a lodger, or, to use the old term, a perheiidinaria. I have 
given many examples of the vows that were taken by these 
ladies. The whole subject opens out a new phase of mediaeval 
life.

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REPORT FOR THE YEAR MD.CCC.LXIV. 

[food at At General Meeting on tkt 7ih qf June]. 

Thirty years have passed away since the Surtees Society was 
founded, and the members may well congratulate themselves 
on the position that it at present occupies. There are ups and 
downs in the history of every literary association ; there are 
times when workers become weary and supporters listless ; and 
then there is a crisis full of peril and discouragement, which 
is too often fatal in its consequences. The Surtees Society is 
not unacquainted with these dangers, but it has had the good 
fortune to be uninjured by them. Not only has it the gratifi- 
cation of being the oldest of the English Societies, but it has 
also the pride of feeling that, after tliirty years spent in hard 
and honest work, it is still full of life and energy, eager to 
devise new plans and schemes, and anxious to carry them out 

During the past year there have been twelve vacancies in 
the list of members, but this loss has been more than compen- 
sated for by the election of thirty-eight new associates. Tin's 
is a most gratifying increase in our numbers, and yet it is not 
above the average of the last five or six years. Ten years ago 
we had only one hundred and fifty members, now we have as 
many as three hundred and thirty; and by a resolution passed 
at our last general meeting it was resolved that the number of 
associates should be limited to three hundred and fifty. By 
taking this step the Society hopes to attain and keep a fixed 
and steady basis on which it can work, without being either 
lead astray by ambition, or thwarted and dismayed by poverty. 

Not only have the additions to our list of members been so 
great, but the balance-sheet of the Treasurer is very decidedly 
in favour of the Society. The sale of the publications is large, 
and the more recent volumes have been speedily out of print 
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This has induced the Council to raise, in many instances, the 
prices of the volumes to non-subscribers. The Council 
has no wish to afford facilities for purchasing them to the 
injury of the members; and, in the present condition of the 
Soeictv, every one must see that it will be very much to his 
interest to secure our publications as a subscriber and not as 
a stranger. 

The Council is fully conscious that the chief reason for the 
great prosperity of the Society at the present time is the largo 
and increasing support which it receives from the gentlemen 
of Yorkshire. From the fact that about half of the members 
of tho Society are Yorkshiremen, the Council is rejoiced to 
sec that not only are its Yorkshire works (published and pro- 
posed) properly appreciated, but, also, that its position as the 
literary association for that great county is fully recognised 
and understood. The Society will now be able to take in hand 
more Yorkshire subjects than it has hitherto been able to do ; 
but it must still be remembered that there are other districts 
which liave just claims upon its attention which cannot bo 
passed over. 

There has, we are sorry to say, been a considerable delay in 
the issue of the publications of the Society for several years, 
but tho nature of tho subjects that have been taken in hand 
renders this delay unavoidable. No one can have any concep- 
tion of the toil and tho research that are necessary to prepare 
anything in the shape of a chronicle for the press ; and every 
allowance ought to be made for an editor who is disposed to 
edit one with the care that it deserves. Tho labour and the 
ex]>ense of doing so are necessarily considerable; and nothing 
save a love for his subject and a true interest in the welfare 
and the reputation of the Society, can induce any one to take 
upon himself so great a burden. The kind forbearance that 
has l>een manifested by the members of the Society is a proof 
that they appreciate and are grateful for the labours of their 
ed iters. 

There aro two works in progress for the current year. 

Tho first is a third volume of Wills from the Registry at 
York, a series of very great interest. This volume will pro- 
bably end at tho beginning of the reign of Henry VIII., and 
those who aro conversant with the valuable documents which 
have been already drawn from that rejxwitory, will look for- 
ward with eager interest to a continuation of them. Some 
early Inventories, also, have been discovered, and will bo pub- 
lished ; including those of two Archbishops of York in the 
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fifteenth century. The value of the pictures of domestic life 
which these documents reveal to us cannot be over-estimated. 

The second is the concluding volumo of the Memorials of 
the Priory of Hexham. This will contain an imprint of the 
Black Book of the Monastery, from the original in the pos- 
session of Mr. Beaumont, and all the deeds and grants con- 
nected with the possessions of the house and the local admi- 
nistration of the Regality that it has been possible to recover. 
There will also be in the volume an architectural description 
of the church illustrated with numerous engravings. Tho 
chief renown of Hexham is in its Saxon history, and all the 
remains of that period that have been discovered in tho place 
will be set forth in the volume. 

In addition to these two works, great progress has been 
mado with others that will before long be presented to the 
members of the Society. A second volume of the Memorials 
of Fountains Abbey is now ready for the press; and, through 
the kind munificence of Mr. Akroyd, it will be richly illus- 
trated with engravings. Tho Livos of St. Wilfrid, and 
some other historical pieces, are, we are happy to say, 
being prepared by the Kev. William Stubbs. A third vol- 
ume of Durham and Northumberland Wills (to conclude 
the series) is being collected by the Rev. William Greenwell. 
The Council has also much pleasure in announcing for speedy 
publication the Letters and Household Books of Lord Wil- 
liam Howard of Naworth. Through the great kindness of 
the Earl of Carlisle these memorials of " Belted Will " have 
been placed at tho disposal of the Society. We have been 
accustomed to look upon Lord William merely as a Border 
chieftain, but it is evident that ho was a i>erson of great re- 
finement and taste. In spite of the misfortunes ot himself 
and his family, he found time to gather together a collection 
of old Chronicles and MSS., and ho took care that some of 
them were printed: he made a collection of pictures and 
works of art; ho was an accomplished genealogist; and he 
corresponded with tho famous Camden about Roman altars. 
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THE SURTEES SOCIETY,

NEW RULES AGREED UPON IN 1849; REVISED 1863. 

I. The Society shall consist of not more than three hun- 
dred and fifty members. 

II. There shall be a Patron of the Society, who shall be 
President 

III. There shall be twenty-four Vice-Presidents, a Secre- 
tary, and two Treasurers. < 

IV. The Patron, the Vice-Presidents, the Secretary, and 
the Treasurers, shall form the Council, any five of whom, 
including the Secretary and a Treasurer, shall be a quorum 
competent to transact the business of the Society. 

V. The twenty-four Vice-Presidents, the Secretary, and 
the Treasurers, shall be elected at a general meeting, to con- 
tinue in office for three years, and be capable of re-election. 

VI. Any vacancios in the offices of Secretary or Treasurers 
shall be provisionally filled up by the Council, subject to the 
approbation of the next general meeting. 

VIL Three meetings of the Council shall be held in every 
year, on the first Tuesday in the months of March, June, and 
December ; and the place and hour of meeting shall be fixed 
by the Council, and communicated by the Secretary to the 
members of the Council. 

VIII. The meeting in June shall be the anniversary, to 
which all the members of the Society shall be convened by 
the Secrotary. 

IX. The Secretary shall convene extraordinary moetings of 
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the Council, on a requisition to that effect, signed by not less 
than tive members of the Council, being presented to him. 

X. Members may be elected by ballot at any one of the 
ordinary meetings, according to priority of application, upon 
being proposed in writing by three existing members. One 
black ball in ten shall exclude. 

XI. Each member shall pay in advance to the Treasurer 
the annual sum of one guinea. If any member's subscription 
shall be in arrear for two years, and he shall neglect to pay 
his subscripton after having been reminded by the Treasurer, 
he shall be regarded as having ceased to be a member of the 
Society. 

XII. The money raised by the Society shall be expended 
in publishing such compositions, in their original language, or 
in a translated form, as come within the scope of this Society, 
without limitation of time with reference to the period of their 
respective authors. All editorial and other expenses to be de- 
frayed by the Society. 

XII L One volume, at least, in a closely printed octavo 
form, shall be supplied to each member of the Society every 
year, free of expense. 

XIV. If the funds of the Society in any year will permit, 
the Council shall be at liberty to print and furnish to the 
members, free of expense, any other volume or volumes of the 
same character, in the same or a different form. 

XV. The number of copies of each publication, and the 
selection of a printer and publisher, shall be left to the Council, 
who shall also fix the price at which the copies not furnished 
to members shall be sold to the public. 

XVI. The armorial bearings of Mr. Surtees and some other 
characteristic decoration connecting the Society with his 
name, shall be used in each publication. 

XVII. A list of the officers and members, together with an 
account of the receipts and expenses of the Society, shall be 
made up even' year to the time of the annual meeting, and 
shall be submitted to the Society to be printed and published 
with the next succeeding volume. 

XVIII. No alteration shall be made in these rides except 
at an annual meeting. Notice of any such alteration shall be 
given, at least as early as the ordinary meeting of the Council 
immediately preceding, to be communicated to each member 
of the Society.
